It 
was witnessed by a large number of spectators, includ- 
ing the Secretary of War and many oilier prominent 
persons. The drill is a ratuer singular one, ana 
although there is a good deal that is really excellent 
about the signalling with 'he flags, there is much m 
the telegraphy that seems rather useless. During tne 
war insulated wires were made use or in preference 
to all other kinds, and these Wires were laid on the 
ground, thus doing away with poles. In the drill 
to-day a wagon was driven about the plains, from 
which, at certain distances, a cadet threw out a 
pole, to which other, cadets at once attached 
the wire.

seems to be the useless part ol the drill; but 
it is contended that the poles are necessary 
when the wiles are laid whcie troops are constantly 
passing, and that drilling the cadets to "lay" tne 
poles quickly does not In any way detract from tneir 
efficiency m laying the wires in aiiy other way. 
There are those who believe, howe\ er, that the dex- 
terity shown in driving a wagon about am! 
tin owing poles out of It is of a Kind which 
can be easily acquired by any person without all the 
formal march or the doub'c quick time o. a squad of 
soldiers. The signalling, as, I said before, was the 
best part of the drill, and anyijoly who is a tall

seue upon the place JJid deliver It over to somebody 
who knew wBat it was to be gentlemanly. On Sun- 
days it waa such a pious place that no wagons 
were 
allowed on 
the grounds, 
and 
if -a 
stranger did not DOW and 
sciape, and soy 
by his actions, "I know I am a poor, miserable 
wretch, who ought to be glad to nave you look on- 
me even In anger," lie was treated In a way that 
made-mm feel that "there's no place like home" 
after all. In fact, a civilian, who paid his taxes 
to support the Institution, was an interloper in. 
those doors, while tlie men who got their 
education at his expense were the lords and 
masters of all they surveyed—m their own opinion. 
Of course there were exceptions to theeeneral rule; 
but the way the exceptions were made much or only 
went to make the ruie the stronger for the unfavored 
m.uiy. One of the phases of this exclusiveness was 
In tne church business. The Catholics on the post 
numbered more than any one other denomination, 
and they grumbled because they had no regular 
clergyman. The Colil Spring pastor came olteu as he 
could to administer u> their spiritual wants, but he 
was not treated by many of the paities in power the 
way that the Catholics deslied. This was when

It does seem strange that 
the powers that bo should Ignore a man wlio baa 
been of so much value jo'the post in various ways 
for twelve years. He may not be the chaplain ol tne' 
post, but the way he was appomwa, II nothine 
also, ought to guarantee him that common courtesy 
which is recognised between gentlemen.

do what they will unmolested. Under these 
circumstances a neusiaper aiticle on these colored

The appointments or enumerators for taking the 


United States census in this city appears to be 
attended with a great deal of difficulty. The United 
States Marshal, General Sharp, has his hands full. 
All tiic applicants cannot be appointed, no matter 
liow well they may be politically endorsed, and 
consequently there is a great amount of ill-feeling 
engendered. It seems tnere are two rival factions 
in tlie republican ranks—one led by Colonel Fred- 
erick A. Conkling, President of the Republican Gen- 
eral Committee, and the other by General Thomas 
L. Stewart. One wishes certain men appointed and 
-the other doesn't, and, conseouently, between tue 
two, General Sharp has y lively time. Besides, there 
is other outside influence by which he is surrounded 
buzzing for tne appointment of this man and that 
man. 


He is as mnoh perplexed and annoyed as a newly 


elected President of the United States or a newly 
appointed Collector of the port of New York could 
pohsmly be. The men should have been appointed 
and put to work by the 1st of June. The law says 
from the 1st of June to the 1st of November; but it 
has been construed to mean that if the work is com- 
pleted between those months it will be all right. 
It is now the middle of the month and none have 
got to worlx yet, aud but a few have been appointed. 
Thursday last was tne first day tnat any appoint 
raents were made, when twenty-five were checked 
off and sworn in. The way the nominations are 
made is this:—Colonel Conkling makes out three 
lists of names, which are sent to him by tne presi- 
dents of the watd organizations. These lists are 
marked respectively A, B aud C. Those names on 
list C have a good claim for apoointments; those on 
list B have a better claim, but those on 


LIST A 
have the best claim. Therefore those whose names 
are on list A Have a good chance to be made happy. 
JB and C. ol course, are blinds to throw off and quiet 
the pertinacious aspirants for tne positions. For in- 
stance, thirty-one names were sent from the Nine- 
teenth ward, and only seven appointed. Another 
difficulty has to be met; some ot ihose who have the 
most colitical Influence are so illiterate that they 
cannot pcilorm the duties intelugently, and 
so tneir names are reluctantly scratched out 
To illustrate how the thing works between 
the rival commanders, Coionel Conklinz had 
sent in the name of E. Henderson, who, it 
appears has been a working member of ihe demo- 
cratic party for years. Having been secretary ol' the 
Johnny Murray Association. General Stewartfound 
it out and told the Marshal of Henderson's political 
affiliations, at the same time requesting the Marshal 
to strike out Dls name. J3ut General Sharp refused, 
saying he didn't know anything about Henderson; 
a 1 he caie I for was Colonel ConUlng's endorsement; 
that was sufficient for him—aud so Henderson was 
appointed to the Ninth district, Fifteenth ward, the 
Marshal's own district. 
Thus the matter stands at present, and meanwhile 


Uncle Sam's adherents are uot being enumerated, as 
everybody believes they are. 
A circular has been received by the United States 
Marshal from the Department of tl»e Interior, in re- 
lation to the collection of the census, warning him 
that haste is necessary, directing a division of dis- 
tricts where the present districts are too large, and 
warning the enumerators and marshals not to delay 
ttieir returns to increase their pay, as delay will be 
held a strong reason, in cases otherwise proper, for 
relusing the clerk hire authorized in certain cases by 
the act.

Mr. Charles Reade's new play, bearing the ad- 


monitory title or "Put Yourself in His Place," has 
been brought ont at the Adelphi, with as much suc- 
cess as the piece deserves, which, to be candid, is 
very little. Some years have now elapsed since a 
play by tne same author, called "Never Top Late to 
Mend," was brought out at the Princess'. It was a 
sorry drama, bnt it created some fun, for there was 
a royal row in the galleries, much courtly Indigna- 
tion in the boxes and no little excitement among tne 
cHtics, scattered like "ratsbane up and down the 
pit," or rather the stalls.

'elona for dramatic personages. Nevertheless it was 
good fun to witness tie shindy, but nothing of the- 
and occurred on Saturday evening to relieve the 
ponderous monotony of the occasion. 
A drama 


founded upon a novel is, generally speaking, a life- 
ess, tedious affair; and naturally so, because both 
works belong to totally distinct departments of liter- 
ary art. The very qualities which make the one pro- 
duction attractive destroy the interest of tee other 
minute elaborations of character and frequent 
digressions in the dialogue being, when cleverly 
treated, delightful in a novel, but utterly inconsist- 
ent witn that swift and varied action of tue plot 
which is all essential to tlie success or a play. Wnen 
a multitude of startling incidents and scenes, de- 
signed to be strtemg, have to be compressed within 
"the two hours' traffle of the stage," tbe dramatist 
cannot afford to spend much time either upon his 
portraits or his text. If he attempts to do so ne 
simply throws into ois play a certain quantity of 
pig-iron, which, do what ne will, won't float. Mr. 
Charles Eeade appears to be wholly unconscious of 
tnte fact. His novels are well enough, bat His 
dramas are for nothing more remarkable than for 
their want of dramatic spirit. Moreover, tne sub- 
ject of the present play is most repubtve. It treats 
of trade unionism, wicn all Us concomitant horrors, 
as developed in rank lusnnance at StieiBe.d and 
other seats of manufacture. It is bad enough to read 
about the "ratting system" m the newspapers, bat 
to look at it in mimic representation upon the stage is 
still more horrible. What can there be to gladden the 
eye or regale the fancy m the spectacle of deserted 
forges, blown up workshops and the dismal haunts 
or cut-throat conspirators' To produce entertain- 
ment, from such materials were-u task as hopeless as 
to create sunbeams out of encumbers. The only 
lunny tainR about the play is the name. To appre- 
ciate the joke lurking therein you must bear in mind 
That the Hero of the story is ajoung mechanic, who, 
having given offence to the trade unionists, is bunted 
down use a wolf, and goes about with bis life in nis 
nand, as the saying is. This is the happy individual 
la whose place you are politely requested to put 
yourself. A thousand thanks; but we had rather 
not. in one mechanical particular realism has been 
carried in this orowsy play to ludicrous perfection. 
Mr. Reade threatens us witn another play, to be 
called " Moliere's Masterpiece." He has not as yet 
aunoucned on woat night itfwill be nrodnced, but it 
does not matter a flgstalk to me when it will be pro- 
duced, lor I have a presentiment that by a marvel- 
lous coincidence I shall have to be at Brighton on 
the very night that the piece will be brought out.

Never was seen in a 
play-house a more remarkable spectacle than 
presented itself the other night during tne penorm- 
ance of Madame de Girardin's celebrated little drama 
entitled "La Jolo Rut reur"—ladies overwhelmed 
with emotion aud bearded men crytog like ram. 
'•What's Hecuba to them or they to Hecuba that they 
should weep for her?" But they did, and tnat pro- 
fusely. Alter the snower came tne sunbbme, and 
then you might hear volleys of laughter pealing 
throueli the house, bncn is the witcnery of histri- 
onic genius. The play Is a work or «ie simplest: 
structure, and its success is, botli as regards author 
and actors, the pure triumph of intellect. Tiiere are 
no pictorial dlsplaj s, no break-neck adventures, no 
tricks of sensationalism to awaken the enthusiasm 
of the audience. In the happy delineation of bumau 
character and the skilful portraiture of human pas- 
sion dwells the whole charm or the story—a story 
which merely depicts the niptnre produced In an 
aiillcted household by the sudden au,d unlocked for 
rerarn or an only son, who had been supposed to have 
lost Ins life in remote and barbarous latitudes. Take 
him "for all and ail, "as Hamlet took his lather, I 
should think that M. Hegmer Is the greatest actor 
alive. He is a consummate master ID nls art. His 
perrormance ol Joel, a devoted old servant, is be- 
ybnd description One. Tlie loyal devotion ol this 
food old soul, his gallant assumption ot gayety while 
ills heart is breaking, his ingenious and generous at- 
tempts to impose upon the ladles of the Household 
wltli words of comfort which, he knew to be arttn- 
clal and with smiles "put on just to coyer his teats;" 
lis amazement, wnich seems like to kill nim, when 
ic discovers that ma young master is alive and well; 
his outburst of delirious joy. his amusing aasur- 
luces that he bad a presentiment from tbe first that 
;he lost son would be found, nis disregard or his per- 
sonal interest and life absolnta devotion Co the wel- 
fare of the lauilly la wlioae service he has spent his 
lite—these ana all other traits and attributes of this 
admirably drawn character are depicted by M. Eeg- 
mer witn great skill. 
In M. Scribe's well known comedy "One Chalne" 
M. Regmer plays in this year of grace 1WO the char- 
acter of Balandard, of whlcn he was the original re- 
presentative at the Theatre Francaia thirty years 
aco. His talents are Amaranthine and seem none 
the worse for lapse of tune and the wear and tear of 
ife.

THE COCESE. 
The course was sufficient to test Uie capacity of 
the yaclits. • A-flagooat was-anchored abreast ol the 
Club House, Staten Island, about'three-quartersof a 
'mile from tue sixore, westxtf which tae second ciaas 
sloops were .anchored in line, about forty yards 
apart; the first-class' sloops in line, 200 yards north, 
and the schooners in line, 200 yards north or the first 
class sloops, aoouSSfty yards apart. In taking posi- 
tion in the line each vacht selected its o\vn. in the 
order- of Its arrival at tne anchorage. 
Mainsails, 
foresails-ant! gaff-topsails were allowed to be set be- 
fore starting. The course was fr.otn- toe anchorage 
to tlie 
baoy of the Southwest Spit, ' pass- 
ing it to the west and south, and thence no 
the lightship, rounding it to the northward and 
eastward, and return over the same course, passing 
-to therwest orthe nagboat offthe Club House, golug 
aud returning. Going and returning, all the buoys 
on the West Bank—viz., Kcs. 13.11 and 9—were to 
be passed to the eastward. There is prooably no 
better selected course for a cluo race in. the world, 
and its advantages are numerous, as they are widely 
known. Its variations and broad expanse leave not 
the slightest room for complaint. 
The prizes were three in number—one for each 
class—those for the sloops and schooners of the value 
_or $200 each, and that of the second class sloops 
$100. 


PREPARATIONS AND THE STAET. 
It was call past i.ine o'elocn wnen the steamer P. 


ID. Shnltz, containing some or the membeis of the 
regatta committee, which consisted of Messrs. 
Shepoard Homans, Henry C. Babcock aad Staart 
'Taylor, left the foot of Vestry street for the scene. 
On her arrivalofl tiie-c.ab house orders were at once 
given for the contestant to get into readiness. The 
yachts were directed to get into "tueir correct posi- 
tions, wnicti tuey did, and Mr. Homans proceeded 
among tSem In a tug r_nd announced to the various 
commanders tnat me signals for the departure of the 
vessels -would be as- follows:—First whistle for 
second ciass sloops to prepare; second whistle 
for them to start: tu.rd whistle for lirst class sloops 
to get readv. and fourth for Piem to go, ana ths filth 
aua sixth wh'.stles for the schooners. This done the 
decks of the rivals assumed the appearance of the 
greatest activity. Commands were issued bv sten- 
torian lungs and miniature, though sterdy aud 
well-trained, seamen might have been 
seen 
hoisting and 
naming or 
springing 
through 


tne rigginc. The schooner Alarm stood 
out 
the firmest from the shore, the Palmer next, then 
. ttie Silvie. Magic. Keetwing, Madgie, Phantom. Alice. 
Idler, iladeleme and Tidal Wave. At forty-two min- 
utes past eleven A. JJ. the steamboat gave the signal 
for 
the second class sloops to depart, and 
with 
commendable rapidity • the 
v.'lute 
Cap 
was ofl; closely Jollowed by the Storm Kins, 
The former at once headed towards Fore Hamilton. 
Three mmuies later three flrss class sioops were 
despatched, tiie Gra«e as usual taking tae lead, the 
Eiame next, aufi tlie Kate third. At nine minutes 
to twelve precisely rue sciiooners were signalled to 
go, and away they went in splendid style. 


OOTWAKD BOUND. 
It was the general opinion or ail who witnessed 
and appreciated the quietness and promputnde 
with which the competitors left their moorings that 
a more beautiful ssart was never effected. With 
only one or two exceptions the large schooners got 
away with surprising quickness, without a single 
foul or accident oi aur kind. Up to the present a 
wretched fog threatened to mar the exhibition, but 
a 
moderate breeze from the 
sonth-soutticast 
soon made short work of it, and before long tae 
space was clear, while the wind slightly increased. 
The Magic was the first to quit her anchorage, a 
feat which sne accomplished in a creditable manner. 
In close proximity to her came the Tidal Wave, a 
vessel from which much was expected; and when 
her canvas filled the expressions la her favor were 
not by any ineaus few. Between her the Phantom, 
Madeleine and .Magic a very close contest was confi- 
dently expected. The Madeleine was next, though 
taxing a somewhat different course; closely follow- 
ing came the Madgie, Silvie, the Palmer and Alarm 
in company. The Fleet-wing seemed to be in too 
close proximity to the Alice, and the start or both 
vessels was somewhat, retarded.. But tlie Phantom, 
though nearly la^t in leaving her anchorage, soon 
made rapid headway, and in a leiv minutes was 
quickly creeping up among the foremost yachts. 
Tlie sloojlB meanwhile continued almost in the same 
positions as when they departed. Though not half 
so stiff as desirable, the breeze was fair, and the con- 
testants gradually bagan to part company. All 
tacked toward fort Hamilton, me Madeleine being 
the lirct to go about. Good headway was made by 
the Maaic, and when passing the fori she tad a clear 
lead. The Tidal Wave maintained Her position, and 
when out about half a mile ran up her stavsdil, 
which, however, did not seem to accomplish ifmcb. 
She soon caught the breeze, wliich sbifled some- 
what, a.nd made rapid strides 
upon her oppo- 
nent, the Magic. 
For some reuson or other 
the Madeleine did not advance so rapidly as was an- 
ticipated, and for some tune remained among the 
hindmost yachts, though when once llirough the 
Harrows she took the fourth position. 


T/IKOtiGH THE ^'ABKOWS 
there was a strong ebb tiUe flowing at me time aud 
tne wind did not Increase any, so that but little 
speed was made through the Karrows. The Magic 
still kept the lead of the schooners, and matters 
looked as if she would do so to the end. The course 
non- taken was towards the Coney Island shore, the 
wind still blowing from the southeast, for tnat 
reason the Magic kept on her way, followed m a 
somewhat similar line by the Tidal Wave, JL'hautotn, 
Madeleine and Silvie, which up to about twelve 
o'clock or so held a po-iitioii among the leaders. 
In her usual dashing style the Pliautom rushed on, 
all but the staysail set, followed bv the Phantom, her 
old rival, aud the Madeleine, witt the Fleetwing, 
Alice, Alarm, Madgie and others in her wake. A 
most attractive spectacle was presented as (he j achts 
shot past Fort Hamilton. 


A CHANGE AND WHAT CAME OF IT. 
Hugging tlie Coney Island shore, as appearances 
suggested it, the Madgie persevered in her endeavors 
to retain tlie lead, and she had now gained consider- 
ably, when suddenly tUe wind veered round to the 
southwest 
aud 
undoubtedly upset 
all 
ner 
calculations. 
This, 
of 
course, 
at 
once 
de- 
manded a change or tactics; but 
she 
nail 
gone 
too far,, and could scarcely 
recover 
for some time. Tke Tidal Wave and the other ves- 
sels at once took advantage of their rear position 
and headed across the bay. It should be mentioned 
that up to this the Idler had been doing wonders, 
and wnen tlie chaaae came her position was that or 
a leader. The Alarm, Fleetmng, Madgie and Alice 
clustered together, but the Madgie, being much more 
to the windward, shot ahead. Though still in ad- 
vance of tiie TidaliWave, Madelleae and Silvie, it was 
evident that the Magic had now lost her enviable 
position. The southwest breeze strengthened a lit- 
tle, and the Idler and her companions seemea to be 
advancing rapidly to the Southwest Spit But little 
change had up to this riine taken place in 
the position of the sloops. 
Tlie Gracie still 
managed to Seep the lead, and though the Sadie 
hela ilex course more towards Coney Island there 
was not mucli to choose .between her and that or the 
Gracie. The Blame was nest aud the Kate follow- 
ing. The White Cap pluckily held her own in a 
good line for the Southwest spit, and was ahead of 
all the yachts, the Storm King heading towards the 
West Bank. Within a mile or so of the 'Spit Hie 
Idler was flrst of the schooners, followed op by the 
Phantom, Palmer, Madgie, and the Magic some dis- 
tance behind. After her came the1 Tidal Wave, 
Madeleine, Silvie, Fleetwing, Alice and Alarm. 
From this order there was scarcely any variation, 
and as in the meantime the wind had slackened 
somewhat 
the 
approach 
to the first turn- 
ing point was rather'slow. The lollowine Is the

on board only played with double effort hair the 
tcrrible.tlraughts and acts superinduced by the mo- 
tion of the boate must nave becu rendered ctiarm- 
Ing. Tlie Httic sloop yacnts struggled bravely, and 
clearly demoostratcd tne pluck nod energy of tlieir 
commanders. Coming to , the lighthouse not an 
men or canvas was scown, and the excitement on 
board the gallant little crafts must certaialy have 
been immense. As to the-schooners, nothing could 
have been prettier or -more inspiring than the ap- 
pearance presented by them. They w^te now iiear- 
iug'tlie great turniug point which was to decide their 
law. With nota-smgle exception, at leastamong the 
foremost yachts, was a point lost, and well were 
all their Bailing qualities brought to the test. Tlie 
majority of them were handled to perfection, proving 
to >the spectator what consummate skill, ex- 
.perienee ana true seamanship can effect. As luck 
would have It, the southwest breeze now began to 
•freshen and tire crests of the waves were whitening 
with froth. It was one of the best Bortious of the 
•race and as the yachts were now getting closer 
a brilliant exhibition was at hand Tlie idler, 
However, still malntaifced a clear " lead of the 
schooners, and it looked as if the Gracie could 
net be reached until she touched tlie final goal. Still 
the stealthy Phantom glided Ja, and as there was 
the greatest confidence in her speed few venturedto 
make positive assertions as to the issue of tlie race. 
- As will be seen by the subjoined, the yachts came in 
almost m pairs, and instead of one tuere were half 
a dozen rattling" contests. Up to the present no ac- 
cident had occurred, and the time of tne vessels was

The Silvie did not go around, bnt nevertheless kept 
up in the race. The spectacle at the llghtsttin was 
somewhat enhanced by the additional attraction of 
seeing two fine' pilot boats, Kos. 4 and 14, the Abel 
Legget and E. F. Williams, in a friendlv struggle. 
They«had started witn the schooner yachts and 
maintained an excellent strangle rnronguout. They 
subsequently arrived at tne nagboat almost simul- 
taneously. It was not long alter the last boat had 
turnedithe lightship that tne wind changed to due 
south. But that was not the only change that oc- 
curred. The Phantom, when about hall' way to the 
Hook, came UD on the Idler, and for a few minutes 
au exciting contest took place between them. 
It was a determined 
struggle and well cal- 
culated to brtag out their merits. With every 
sutch of canvas spread to tlie breeze, the competi- 
tors rushed through the water with great rapidity. 
Tiie Palmer was coming up to join the sporf, but ;hs. 
Phantom finally succeeded in. getting away, and 
was not slow in making for the Sotuhwest »pit on 
the return home. 
With admirable handling, the 
Magic was making good way, and a .stiii' brush be- 
tween her and the Palmer was regarded with con- 
siderable interest. The other yaclits were not im- 
proving, -for the breeze a lew miles this side of the 
lightship was weakening, and some of the larger 
schooners were soon out of sight or undistmgnisiia- 
ble. The White Cap, that had behaved so creditably 
throughout, was now working her way 
as 
bsst she ' coold. Savins feais that her op- 
ponent, 
the 
Storm 
Kins, 
could 
overhaul 
ner in time. 
The Elaine and 
Kate weie 
still in her v,-:ike, caving an eye alter each other, as 
their chance of success for tne nnze was dim, since 
both the Gracie aud Sadie were far ahead. Tne two 
latter made rapid advance towards the Southwest 
Spit, and Being the leaders of all the yachts their 
display attracted much attention. In this way— the 
Phantom nrst of the schooners, the Idler next, the 
Palmer third, with the Magic, Madgie and the others 
considerably in the rear, the yachts approached the 
Southwest Snit. The pleasure steamers congregated 
in large force to see tlietn turn and greeted them 
with renewed cheering. The time of the following 
only was taken at Tins turning point, as it would 
have been impossible to have waited longer and 
witness the arrival of the winning yachts at the 
nagboat:—

3 59 so 
And now for the final, struggle. There were five 
great competitors, the Graae ana the Sadie in the 
sloop class and the Phantom, Idler ana Palmer 
among the sciiooners. Kever was more earnest 
excitement shown by an admiring tnrong. The 
Gracie was just two minutes ahejd of the Sadie and 
the Phantom had the lead of the Idler but two min- 
utes, while the Phantom was scudding along 
in her best possible style. 
The Tiflal Wave had 
not long turned the Hook when the vessels 
mentioned were 
making 
for 
the stakeboat. 
Nevertheless, her tilt wlih the Madeleine was 
earnestly looked forward to, tliough it was generally 
supposed that the Madeleine had not done as well as 
expected. 
No contest Look place between them, 
however, as the Madeleine was a good way astern, 
and as the wind was getting lighter the assemblage 
was doomed to await some other opportunity when, 
doubtless, the spirited owners or both yachts will be 
enabled to try the merits of their respective crafts. 
Whatever may be said "in reference to the Tidal 
Wave, it was evident to all that no vessel in tlie eu- 
tire ucet was more scientifically handled than she. 
But yuc'itmen must at all times be [ireturcd tor the 
worst luc.. under every circumstance. 


HOMEWARD BOOSD. 
The ?iglit of the gaily decorated nagboat rnu? 
have had something to do with impelling t he yachts 
for sure enougl) the breeze freshened, and a.\v:iy the 
went with renewed speed. The Idler and Phantom 
were in close company, and tlio eyes of thousand 
were strained to sec the struggle. The wind jus 
suited tiie latter and she opened the water in tha 
peculiarly graceful manner for wliich she is sc 
noted. The Idler stood up majestically, and, to al 
intents and purposes, seemed determined to 
struggle to the cnfl. 
Once through me Narrows 
the excitement was immense, and cheer followec 
cheer as the two beautiful yacnts came scudding to 
the ilagboal. Behind them were the Grade and the 
Palmer almost side by side, and a little ia the rear o 
both came the Sadie. The Phantom had a sligh 
lead, with the Idler to the windward. A more beau 
tiful spectacle was never witnessed in the bay, and 
feelings or delight and excitement filled the minds 
of alias the yacnts ncared the flagboat. The Phantom 
was ahead, and, auiid cheering and salutes, passec 
It ahead or her opponent one minute and eight sec 
conds, arter one or the most splendid and swiftes 
contests that ever gratified an assemblage. The 
Gracie, when within aboat 300 yards of the goal 
unfortunately carried away her topmast, but never 
theless came in third; the Phantom next, thi 
Sadie fifth," and the rest as enumerated below 
Owing to the allowance of time the Idler was 
declared the winner in the schooner class, the Sadu 
of the first class sloops, and tha White Cai>,*svlucl 
throughout behaved so gallantly, was the undis 
puted victor in her ciass. The race towards the 
flmsn was a magnificent attar. The following is tbe

turely into print. Mr. Wood connected this singular 
prying disposition of Butler with the recent publica- 
tion of the bond lobby story and the unexpected 
message from the President, three remarkable oc- 
currences, which, lie hmled, pointed to a plot to 
strangle the attempt to do something in Congress in 
favor of Cuba 
Ben Butler very suardedly denied 


that his committee had given out the bond story, but 
when Banks asked him 11 he had not gone about the 
House exhibiting oonds of the republic of Cuba, he 
acknowledged the corn. General Butler has excited 
great indignation against himself by his course on 
the floor of the House yesterday, when he went 
about exhibiting bonds said to have been some of 
those captured by General Butler In th'fcourse of 
Ills investigation of the lobby and which he hawked 
about, repeating the canard about the plofPto bribe 
Congress. His operations were so transparentthat 
every honorable member was disgusted, and 
some 
expressed

But 


to return. Mr. "Wood's speech was listened to with 
the utmost attention to-day, and was followed by 
one on the other side by Mr. Willard, of Vermont, a 
man of hard facts and no sympathies. 


Mr. Willard made a good speech from 1H3 stand- 


point—the best, in lact, that 
has been made 


In favor of the administration policy. But Mr. 
Willard's speech made 
no impression upon 


the Honae. Ben Butler was recognized by the 
Speaker shortly after lour o'clock. There was a 
mingled 
feeling

It 
had 
been 


given out by some that he was against the resolution 
reported by the majority of the committee, and by 
others that he was the friend of Cuba and in favor of 
Cuban independence. It was known that some 
months ago Butler was in favor not only of neutrality 
on the part of the United States, as between 
Cuba and Spain, but that he was the earnest advo 
cate of granting the Cubans belligerent rights. The 
knowing ones, however, were not deceived. In his 
Investigation of the alleged use of Cuban bonds to 
influence the votes of members, and in his general 
every- lay talk with members on the floor of the 
House, it was apparent ttat a change had come over 
Mm relative to Cuba. When he started out to day, 
therefoie, by deciaiing that he was the friend 
of the Cubans and that he wished to see them attain 
their independence, everybody on the floor of the 
House and many in the galleries knew just how 
much sincenty meie was in his statements 
He 


aroused no enthuslam and created no feelins of sym- 
pathy. His assurances of. friendly feeling towards 
Ouoa were leceived at their real value, and when he 
launched out against the report of General Banks 
and 
commenced reviewing- that gentleman's 


speech of yesterday nobody was disappointed. 
It was what a majority of those present expected. 
Butler commanded greater attention than any per- 
son who had spoken on that side of the question. 
Be was manifestly regarded as the ablest champion 
Of the opposition to Cuba, and the members seemed 
determined to listen attentively to all he had to 
say. 


First of all, he defended Secretary Fish from the 


assault made upon him last night by Mr. Fitch, of 
Nevada. He believed him to be a pure patriot, who 
was trying to <io the best he could. He had read the 
card of Mr. S'dney Webster, published some time 
ago. in reply to a statement that he was largely feed 
by the Spanish government 
TJpon hearing this 


Mr. Fitch a:ose and icimcted what he said last 
night about Mr. Webster. Butler nest proceeded 
to defend Caleb Gushing and to pass a eulogy upon 
that gentleman. 
He knew, he said, that Mr. 


Gushing was not in the employ of tne Spanish gov- 
ernment and that he had not written the Presidents 
message iciative to Cuba. 
He thanked God 


that 
we have a President, a Secretary of 


State and an Attorney Gerwial who can write their 
own messages. This much he thought proper to say 
in reply to the speech of his colleague, General 
Banks. It was noticed, however, that Banks did 
not retract what he said yesterday about Gushing 
and Fish. Butler went on to review the report of 
Banks and to compare its statements with that gen- 
tleman'3 speech. He argued that the itovernment 
liiul shown Cuba the samo chance it had shown 
Spa'n. 


At this point Sam Randall (Pennsylvania) shouted 


from 'he democratic side, "Where? When? Name 
the time and place, won't you?" 


AS nutlcr was going on to speaK without noticing 


the Interiuptlon Randall renewed tne question with 
greater vehemence and In ft far more excited man- 


ner. At last Watler, stretching his abort, thick neck 
out towaHs fee democratic side of the Boose, aald, 
"to{he neutrality laws." 


"But Where? When? How? Name the time ana 


place," shouted Randall, 


Butter seemed a little embarrassed, but after a 


pause repeated, "Itx tne neutrality laws." 


"That's no answer," cried Randall "I want the 


gentleman to name the time and place. Give us 
some Instance." 


Butler declined to yield further and the Speaker 


ordered Randal' to take his seat. 
That gentle- 


man had scarcely finished muttering something 
about "You can't do it," when Batier said, 
"Fools as well as some gentlemen on the other 
side of the House can often ask questions which 
even wise men couldn't answer." This aroused 
Randall, who cried out so that he could be heard 
above the rapping of the Speaker's gavel, "Some of 
us on this side of the house :ire honest, ana that's 
more than can be said of you, au<5 you know it." 


This created an uproar of laughter andapplanse, 


which for a time drowned Butlers voice and the 
hammering of the Speaker's gavel upon his desk. 
Having made a hit Eandall seemed satisfied, and 
allowed Batier to go on without further interruption. 


After criticising the speech-Of Banks and the man- 


ner in which the Cubans nave managed their cause, 
Butler closed by drawing from his pocket three or 
four Cuban bonds, which he held up and shook 
before the House, saying that He was satisfied 
these bonds were attempted 
to be used to 


influence the action of the House. He admitted, 
however, that noboby had b; en influenced by the 
bonds. Butler's speech received close attention, but 
when he sat down it was evident that It had aa little 
influence upon the House as the Cuban bonds them- 
selves. 


General Logan followed Butler, and supported the 


majority report, jje, too, commanded great atten 
tion. Without waiting for any extended exordium, 
he warmed up Immediately and launched out 
at Butler without ceremony. Logan is a bold, 
fearless impassioned speaker, and it was not long 
before he had his audience worked up to such a pitch 
of enthusiasm that at the end of every sentence 
there was a round ef applause. At ' first

to the applanders that their conduct" was 
not in order. As Logan proceeded, however, the 
audience became more and more excited, and the 
applause louder, longer continued and more fre 
quent. It seemed to come from those on the floor as 
well as those in the gallery, and at last the Speaker 
ordered Logan to suspend, while he adminis- 
tered

gentle 
rebuke 
to 
the 
disturb- 


ers 
of the 
good 
order 
of 
the 
House. 


Tnis served as a temporary check on the enthusiasm, 
which was overflowing in every part of the hall. It 
soon broke out again, however, first in suppressed 
tokens of approval, 
and 
then 
to 
regular 


clapping of hands and stamping of feet Lo- 
gan spoke to-day, as Banks did yesterday, the 
honest sentiments of his heart, and his manner was 
that of a man thoroughly in earnest He took Butler 
in hand from the first and handled him without 
gloves. During the career of the Essex statesmen to 
the House he has not received a more thorough 
rasping, not even nrom Blngham or Schenck, than 
he did to day from Logan. "If," said Logan, "I 
could be upon both sides at once, like the gentleman 
from Massachusetts, I might give my country some 
cause to suspect that either Cuban bonds or something 
else had influenced me." 
He charged that to his 


knowledge less than three months ago Butler was 
the most rampant advocate of granting belligerent 
rights to the Cubans in the House. That gentleman 
liad got up an investigating committee for the osten- 
sible purpose of ascertaining how the 
re- 


port of the Banking and 
Currency Commit- 


tee on the gold panic Investigation had beea 
prematurely published. He had transcended the 
older of the House and set about investigates mem- 
bers of the House la the hope of tracing some of 
these worthless Cuban bonds into their pockets. 
All this was in the Interest 
of Spain 
and 


for the purpose of damaging the causa of the 
Cubans 
Butler had surrounded himself with a 


parcel of detectives and disreputable scavengers, for 
the purpose of implicating members and others in 
this so-called Cuban bond lobby. 
He had em 


nloyed a person who had been expelled from tne 
House for selling cadetslups, Dewees, of North 
Carolina, in this dirty business. Logan said 
he had no hesitation in denouncing such busi- 
ness as unworthy a 
member of this House 


ana beneath the dignity of any man calling himself 
an honorable gentleman. He understood what 
was going on as well as the gent'emau from 
Massachusetts, although he 
employed no de- 


tectives. Spanish gold was heavier than Cuban 
bonds, which everybody knew were not worth five 
cents a bushel He could tell Butler that a plot was 
-on root to buy the island of Cuba irom the Spanish 
government for the benefit of a few gentlemen, in 
New York, and that tne agent of these parties was per- 
haps at this moment in Madrid trying to negotiate 
for the bargain. That was the milk in the cocoa, 
nut 
Here was the cause of the opposition to the 


Cnoans. If Cuba succeeded in getting the United 
States to maintain a strict neutrality she would 
drive the Spaniards out, and this nice little New 
York job would be spoiled. Logan went on to mti- 
niate that Butler was cognizant of this matter of 
buying Cuba. 


With regard to the President's message Logan 


said it did not convince him. He knew the Presl 
dent was of the "same opinion a few mouths ago as 
he now was, and if the President had allowed the

The arrangement was, ne said, to get our 
government to guarantee the collection of the reve- 
nues of Cuba to repay these parties. He spoke until 
his voice gave out, when the House proceeded to 
vote.

Persecution of Christians In Japan. 


The State Department to-day received despatches 


from Minister Motley, at London, principally in rela- 
tion to persecutions of converts to Christianity iu 
Japan. 
The British, French and Prussian govern-

THE PENSION LAWS. 


Mr. EranwDs, (rep.) of vt, called up the House 


bill to define the duties of pension agents, to pre- 
scribe the manner of paying pensions and for other 
purposes. 


The bin provides among other t hings for the quar- 


terly payment of pensions and makes the fees or the 
pension agents uniform. 
< 


The amendments ol the Committee on Pensions 
were agreed to. 
Mr. EDMUNDS, m rpply to an Inquiry by Mr. Thur- 
man, stated that the Pension Committee-had consid- 
ered the proposition of a change to the method of 
paying pensions by substituting the money order 
system for pension agencies. They were unani- 
mously of the opinion that payments through the 
Post Office would prove impracticable and result to 
great delays and confusion. 


Mr. DWW, (dem.)ofKy,, referred to the facility 
with which pensions were paid in former years 
through the united States bank. He believed the 
national banks could be made use of as government 
agents for the purpose, without expense either to 
the government or to tne pensioners. He asked fur- 
ther time to prepare an amendment to that effect. 
Mr. EDMUNDS thought the proposition a good one, 
but impracticable. The number of pensioners in 
former years did not amount to a one-hundredth 
part of the present number, there being now 233,811 
persons on tte pension rolls. 
The bill was finally laid aside temporarily. 


BILLS BEPORTBD. 
Mr. STEWART, (rep.) of Nov., from the Judiciary 
Committee, reported adversely on the bill to confer 
jurisdiction on the Court of Claims to hear and de- 
termine the suit of the City of Carondelet va. United 
States. 


Mr. OSBORN, (rep.) ol Fla., from too Committee on 
Public Lands, reported with amendment the bill 
granting lands to the North Louisiana and Texas 
Railroad Company. 


Mr. conMirf, ;rlp.) of Oregon, from the committee 
on Commerce, repoited, as amended, the bill autholrz- 
ing the establishment of ocean man steamship ser- 
vice between the United States and Auau-alia. The 
uneudmenis reduce the period for inviting proposals 
by adveitlsoiaent fiotn sixty to tuirty days and limit 
the amount of subsidy for twelve louud voyages per 
annum to $300,000 instead of $600,000. It is also re- 
Qub»<i that similar eubauucs shall be received bv the 


accepted bidder from tue governments cf tne Sand, 
wlcb. Islands. Feejee and Society Islands and of New 
Caledonia, New Zealand and Australia. The ships 
are to be of the best material, of either wood or Iron, 
upon approved model", of a.ooo tpns register. Ao. 


CONSIDERATION OP Tai PENSION BILL BESOMED. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the House 
bill to define the duties of pension agents aud to 
prescribe the manner of paying pensions, Ac. 
Mr. DAVIS nwed an amendment embodying his 
Deposition for dispensing with pension agents, 
and providing for the payment or, pensions by ihe 
national banks, wn.ch was rejected. 
The bill then passed. 


Evening Session. 


The Senate met at half-past seven o'clock this 
evening. 


BRIDGING THE NIAGARA RIVER. 
Mr. FEN TON called np the House bill authorizing 
the construction aad maintenance of a bridge over 
Niagara river at Buffalo. He reported amendments, 
which were adopted, leciuliing the bridge

"iorK when the companies shall not agree. The bill 
was passed. 


THE FRANKING PKIVTLEOE BILL. 
The Senate then proceeded with the Franking bill, 
and Mr. NYE continued his remarks, to show that, 
as an economical measure, tne bill was not a reform. 
Mr. CABPENTEB, (rep.) of Wis., criticised the con- 
duct of the members of the House in electioneering 
against the bin in the Senate, and also of the Post- 
master-General la bringing to bear through petitions 
circulated by gos'mastera a fictitious public, sentiment 
to influence the action of Congress. He spoke*of the 
.franking privilege as a most important agency to 
saving the life of the government and as a valuable 
auxiliary in disseminating information during re- 
construction. Therepublioan party, as a party of 
Intelligence, could not afford to ignore these con- 
siderations. He also remarked that nothing was to 
be saved in the expense or carrying the mails, as 
contracts nad just been let for four years. 
Mr. MORTOI., (rep.) of Ind, desired to have the 
bill perfected, with a view to its passage, and sug- 
gested various amendments. He would insert a 
provision for the payment of the postage of members 
of congress, believing every member or the Senate, 
without exception, was in favor of it. 
Messrs HOWE and Ross desired to beexcepted 
from the-number. 


Mr, MORTON held that hlg remark was true of the 
mass of the members of both houses. 
At ten o'clock, without vote on the bill, the Senate 
adjourned.

THE TAX OK COAL. 


Mr. MATXABD, trep.) or Tenn., from the Committee 


of Ways and Means, reported the bill to relieve coal 
from all taxation, and moved its reference to the 
Committee of the Whole. 


Mr. HOOEEE, (rep.) of Mass., made a minority re- 


port and moved the same reference. 


The bin was read. It provides that there shall not 


be collected any duty whatever on any coal imported 
into the United States after the 81st of December, 1870, 
nor snail there be reauired any internalrevenne stamp 
on any receipt, manifest, charter, party conveyance, 
lease, contract, or other instrument of which coal 
forms the exclusive or chief subject of consideration; 
nor shall any enumeration be made to taxing gross 
receipts from the transportation or conveyance 
of coal; nor 
shall any spec al tax 
be im- 
posed on anv vehicle or vessel, by land or water, 
employed exclusively or chiefly m carrying coal; 
nor shall any tonnage duty be miDosed upon or 
exacted from such vessels; nor shall sales of coal by 
auctioneers or others be included to the estimate of 
sales; nor shall the profits arising from the mining 
of coal or from dealing therein be Included in com- 
puting Incomes for taxation , nor shall any other 
tax be Imposed on coal or traffic to it. 
The minority report, which is signed by Messrs. 
Hooper, Allison, BrooKs and Marshal, states that 
there were two members absent when the matter 
was considered; that the minority could not agree 
with the bill, as reported by the majority, and.'there- 
fore, proposed a substitute: aud that if all the mem- 
bers of tne committee had been present the minority 
bill would have been adopted. 
The substitute provides that on aud after the 1st 
of September, 1870, bituminous and other coal im- 
ported into the United States shall be admitted free 
of duty. 


Mr. DICKEY, (rep.) of Pa., objected to the minority 
report being received. 


Mr. SCBENCK, (rep.) of Ohio, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, asked and obtained per- 
mission to make a statement. The resolution 
instructing the committee on the subject had been 
adopted ou Monaay, the 6th. He had proceeded 
with the rest or tne Board of Visitors to the Military 
Academy. Bis desire had been that the committee 
should obey the order of the Hovse at the earliest 
practicable moment, and reporttbackja bill to con- 
formity with what he understood to be that order. 
The resolution was, "That the Committee of Ways 
and Means is hereby instructed at tne earliest mo- 
ment practicable to report a bill abolishing the tariff 
on com." Thei succeeding words, "so as to secure 
taut unponaj&tsrasJe of fuel to the people free from 
all taxation," m; legudoa oo iinnniV a construction 
of or inference from the order, and not preciaeiy nu=- 
talned by it. He had himself prepared a bill aud 
submitted it to the committee placing coal on*the 
free list. II he had been present with the committee 
he should, as a matter of course, have voted for that 
or its equivalent. He wished it to be underscoou 
now that he concurred to opinion with the minority 
of the committee. 
Alter further discussion the bill was recommitted 
to the Committee of Ways aud Means. 


THE CUEBEfcCY 3J1I.I.. 
The House then proceeded to vote on the Currency 
bill and amendments. 


The amendments offered by Messrs. Ingersoll, 
Lynch and Smith of Oregon were severally rejected. 


Mr GABFDSLD, (rep.) of Ohio, proceeded to state 
the effect of the substitute offered by him and of the 
amendment appended thereto. 


Mr. Cox, (dem ) of N. Y., assed him whether he 
believed that by this legislation there was any step 
taken towards the resumption of specie paymentf 
Mr GAKFIELD reared not. 
Mr. Cox—Then it is a retrograde movement Why 
does not the chairman of the Banking Committee 
stand by the recommendation of the President, who 
said that a return to specie payment should be com- 
menced now and reached at the earliest practicable 
moment ? All the values of tne country are depend- 
ing on these fluctuations. Why does not the chair 
man come forward aud apply the heroic remedy ? 
Mr. GAMTELD reminded Mr. Cox that ihe demo- 
cratic members voted almost solidly for all the 
amendments proposing an expansion of paper cur- 
rency, ihe gentleman nunself had voted for an Issue 
of greenbacks to the amount of three hundred million 
dollars. 
Mr. KANDAM, (dem.) of Pa.—Not an issue, but a 
substitution. 
Mr. GARPIELD—According to the gentleman's own 
account that would be an lunation of the whole 
volume or the currency by at least twenty mil- 
lions. 
Mr. Cox said thai he had voted that way on a pro- 


position as between national banks and greenbacks, 
but even if he had done wrong that was no excuse 
for the gentleman from Ohio, who should come up 
and do his fluty. 
Mr. SCDENCK expressed his gratification that the 
bill had assumed, if modified as proposed, snch a 
form as to meet two or three of the public oemands. 
Its section as to coin notes was inthe direction of a 
return to specie payment, and he was satisfied with 
that portion of the bill. 


Mr. COBURN notified him that that portion of the 
bin nad been struck out. 
Mr. SCBBNOK said if that were so it removed one of 
his reasons for supporting the bill. He would sup- 
port It, however, for its features in equalizing distri- 
bution. In conclusion, he expressed the Hope that 
the amendment offered by Mr. Jadd would be 
adopted, saying that if so he would support the bill. 
He congratulated the coontrv that, to passing the 
bill, they would meet a sound demand of the people 
for a more equal distribution of banking circulation 
and banking facilities, without thereby contracting 
the currency., 


Mr. HOTCHEISS, (rep.) oTN. T., moved the adoption 


of Mr. Judd's amendment, and professed his willing- 
ness then to vote for the bill. 


The question was taken on Mr. Judd's amendment, 
and it was agreed to without the yeas and nays. 
The question was next taken on Mr. Allison's 
amendment, which was to add to the last section the 
following words — 


And from and after the passage of this act it shall be un 
lawful for any national banK association to pay interest on 
deposits received from and deposited by any other national 
banK association, or to pay Interest on current deposits, or 
to Include m its reserve of lawful money any deposits on 
which interest Is recelTed or paid. 


ihe amendment was rejected—yeas 69, nays 95. 
The next amendment Was that offered by Mr. 
Burcnard requiring national banking associations to 
retain and Keep in com or Treasury coin, certifi- 
cates, as part of tuelr reserve, the interest falling due 
upon their bonds deposited as security for circula- 
tion, unm the reserve-required to be Kept shall con- 
sist wholly of coin and coin certificates. Rejected. 
The next amenament was that offered by Mr. Co- 
burn, authorizing the issue of forty-four millions of 
greenbacks with which to redeem the three per 
cent temporary loan certificates. Rejected—yeas 78, 
nays 95. 


Mr. cox then moved to lay the bill on the table. 
Negatived, 52 to Si 


The next question was on inserting the substitute 
for the Senate bill, and It was agreed to. 
Sir. ISGSBsou, (rep.) of 111., renewed the motion, 
to lay the bin on the table. Rejected. 


The question then came on the passage of tne bill 
as amended, the bill was passed—yeas 98, nays 81, 
as follows:—

THE WAR IX CUBA. 
The House then, at forty minutes past two, re- 
sumed the consideration of tne resolution in regard 
to Cuba, and was addressed by Mr. TVOOD, (dem.) of 
N. T., a member of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, who said that no fair minded man could ob 
ject to the resolutions reported by the majority. His 
own objection to them was that, to view of the tem- 
per and action of the administration, they would be 
practically of no avail in the direction in which. If 
they were passed, Congress desired and Intended. 
He, 
therefore, 
had 
not 
supported 
them, 
nor had 
he 
supported 
the 
minority re- 
port, not thinking that either ol them gave 
any practical or substantial aid to the Cuban cause. 
He thought it a very singular circumstance that the 
gentleman from Massachusetts (Mr. Butler), who had 
been instructed to togulre into the premature publi- 
cation of the report or the Gold Investigating Com- 
mittee, should have extended that inqnirv, without 
authority, Into the Issue and use of Cuban bonds, 
and that the President, to his recent message, should 
have taken np the same point. 


Mr. BOTLEB, (rep.) of Mass., stated that the public 
statement about Cuban bonds did not come from 
any Information obtained from his committee. 
Mr. BANKS, (rep) of Mass., asked his colleague if 
he had not exhibited Cuban bonds to all themSm 
bersof the House? 


Mr. BOTLEB replied that he had exhibited half a 
dozen Cuban bonds, which were taken from the 
pockets of the reporter of a city newspaper, by pay- 
ing him fifteen cents on the dollar for them 


Mr. BANKS asked his colleague, further, why he 
had not made his report, having had the subject 
under consideration for nearly three months 1 
Mr. BTJTLEB replied that he had brought before 
the Judiciary Cvmmittee the question of compelling 
the attorney of the Cubans to disclose tie contract 
under which two millions of bonds had been de- 
posited, and the question was still before the com 
mittee. 
Mr. ELDBEDSE, (dem.) of Wis., objected to the dis; 
closure of matters before the committee. 
The SPEAKER sustained the objection. 
Mr. WOOD proceeded with his argument. Allud- 
ing to the Insinuation to the President's message 
about the use of Cuban bonds, he said he thought It 
would not be very difficult to prove that any money 
used to influence the government had come rrom 
Spain and not from Cuba. In conclusion he said:— 
To recapitulate and summarize them, I say that 1 
find abundant justification, ana more than justifica- 
tion, to our government to conceding to the patriot 
cause to Cuba the recognition of belligerency in the 
following considerations which continue to bear on 
the question:—In the length of tune through which 
the Cubans have already maintained their gallant 
contest; in the large surfaae of the isiantt from 
which they have been able to expel the Spanish au- 
thority; to the respectability of their forces, 
with whlcn they have been a,ble to confine 
the SpanLh troops to virtual inaction witnm 
a few strong seaport fortified places; in the reason- 
able prospect of success presented by such a state of 
things; in the regular form or constitutional govern 
men*, which they have organized and which has a 
<Ze facto existence, even though It may not be yet 
established to a flxed capital, in the magnitude of 
our public and private interests in and connected 
with Cuba: to the considerable number of our citi- 
zen in the island, whose probable fate is involved in 
the contest, to the complete and close analogy of 
the patriot cause to Cuba with that for which was 
achieved the revolution which gave us birth as a 
nation, and to the historical memory of our debt of 
gratitude for foreign sympathy and succor; In the de 
testable oppression which, as is generally confessed 
by Spaniards themselves, has so long characterized 
the Spanish dominion to Cuba, in the undisputed 
unanimity of the native Cuban people against the 
Spanish yoke, in the strong and general sympathy 
or our own people to their behalf, a sympathy which 
Is a reasonable and rightful as well as an irrepressi- 
ble sentiment not to be disregarded by a republican 
government: to the violation of the duties of hu- 
manity ana the rales of civilized war which charac- 
terizes the contest on the part of Spam, and which 
necessarily leads to defensive retaliation on the othei 
side; to the example already set to us, and the prece- 
dents established by the several South American 
repubLcs which have been beforehand with us in 
the step in question; and in the necessity of taking 
that step so as to place ourselves in the attitude of a 
true neutrality, end to refuse to both sides alike the 
use or our ports, dock yards and arsenals for the 
carrying on of their operations against each other, 
instead of having to allow Spain what we refuse the 
Cubans, If such a combination OC reasons, all con- 
verging to the one result under discussion, does not 
sumce to justify it^ nay, to impose it, as a manifest 
flotv, I should find it difficult to imagine any case to 
wnida suu. - i—rtflnatton will exist. Nor am I satis 
fled that we should not suimi tuuiuu.r «.^ 
V^n1f,aijy 
justified in going much further and m Holding to 
bpaln substantially the following laniruaae. — 
"All the world knows that you must lose Cuba, 
soone? or later, lou are defending your possession 
of it chiefly on the point of pride, though you know 
that your hold! upon it cannot be long maintained, 
even It you succeed in crushing the present rebel- 
lion. We cannot permit you to execute your con- 
stant threat or ruining what jou cannot continue to 
rule, and what you can only rule for a time by the 
strong hand of tyrannical force. We cannot consent 
to be kept to perpetual hot water with your refuffees 
m our country conspiring with their friends at home 
andeunstiug in their caudb the Irresponsible sym 
pathteers of our own people. It is unreasonable that 
a distant European country should hold and 
rule an Important 
colony m 
such modes 
and 
on 
such 
principles. 
In 
the 
present 


age the 
sole 
rightful 
tenure 
of 
political 
authority Is the exercise of it for the good of the 
people governed and to harmony with their wishes 
and consent. You have no real intent to despoil 
Cuba as vou have so long done to the mere Interest 
or Spain and of Spanish employes. This question 
between you and tne Cubans has now come to a 
head, aud it must be settled on a permanent basis 
In harmony with tne civilization of the age and the 
political Ideas universally recognized la America 
and now Generally recognized to Europe. You 
must consent to clve Cuba a colonial autonomy 
analagous to that of Canada and all the British 
colonies. A few years ago Canada was fall of the 
spirit of rebellion. She is now as loyal as England 
itself. Try The same wise experiment to Cuba, to 
whose population you have all the elements of race, 
language ana manners to attach them to the same 
voluntary loyalty to the Spanish connection, when 
they shall cease to knowyononly as extortionate and 
despotic oppressors. Do this and we will aid and 
support you to it; we will truthfully and honorably 
unite with yon to the protection of Cuba against all 
the rest of the world. We do not want Cuba, either 
as a State to our Union, or as a dominion; we want 
to see that great island only trangui1, free, prosperous 
and happy; and on these terms we have no objection 
that it should continue forever Spanish, as Canada 
is British. Our commerce with it is large and im- 
portant. Great numbers of our cituens are, and 
great numbers or them mus: always be, resident 
within It- Its geographical relations to us give us 
also a legitimate right thus to speak and to expect 
this language to be heard with respect. 
If you 
refuse this advice, reasonable and sound and 
friendly as it is, we shall hold ourselves justified to 
Intervention, and to helping the Cubans into such a 
state of independence as snail leave them free to 
choose Between absolute separation from you and that 
colonial autonomy on the Canadian model which it 
is now In your power to secure, together with a 
large sum of money which they will undoubtedly be 
willing to pay for that boon, aceorded Dy you.

Mr. WiiLAKD, (rep) of Vt,, another member of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, next addressed tne 
House to opposition to the resolutions of the major- 
ity and to support of the views of the minority, ae 
ridiculed the strength of the insurgent came, and

He thought 
that If any one lesson had been burned into the very 
heart and mind of the American people by the late 
rebellion, it was that they should mind their own 
business. He commented on the fact that the head 
said front of what was left of the Cuban rebellion.

yond reproach, and whose life was unblemished, 
and who had conducted with the gieatest ability the 
foreign relations of the country, aud jet it had 
been charged that, for the sake of bringing aie- 
talner into the hands of his soa-ta-law, the\Secretary 
of State had sold himself to Spain. That might tie a 
convenient way of answering an argument that was 
otherwise unanswerable. A cause that needed such 
aid was entirely in keeping with the cause that 
began Its oiganized existence to an absolute viola- 
tion of the United States laws; which had Its base of 
operation in this country; which was warring on 
Spain from the,sale distance of TSew York ana 
Washington. whlcDThad no hope of success except 
by bringing the 'United States government into 
complication with Spain. He appealed to the House- 
not to commit Itself to such knight-errantry and such 
attempted revolution. They had enough to do at 
liome in developing the resources of tne country, 
strengthening the bonds of the Union aud making 
lllxjrty a word at home which \should mean 
something, 
ui. UDTLER, (rep.) of Mass., rose and said that he 


had over beea the friend of the independence and 
annexation or Cuba. Iu 1850 he nail been a member

with Lopez and Crtttenden, and nad beea a warm 
personal frlena of Quittnan. He had never ceased 
to desire that Cuba and the West India Islands 
should become a part of this republic. He desired 
to see, ana hoped to see within his own day, the 
Stars and Stripes floating as evidence of their bene- 
ficent power at the isthmus of Darien, ana that; 
whoever travelled to the North Pole should mistake 
the radiancy of the red and white for the glow or 
the Aurora. (Applause.) Were he to speak accord- 
tog to his sympathies and his wishes from his heare, 
»nd not from judgment, he would say, "Let ua 
have Cuba at any expense." 
But he believed 
that 
the course taken to carrying 
on this 
war to Cuba had retarded, and 
was re- 
tarding, the 
Independence of Cuba and 
her 
consequent annexation to this 
country. 
He 
knew, too, that at the outbreak of the Cuban 
Insurrection his sentiments in tnat respect were 
those of high officials of the government, who were 
now charged witn being to the pay of Spain. He 
had been shocked at the suggestion made to the 
House that Secretary Fish was influenced by a de- 
sire to get a retainer for his son-tn law, and was 
surprised at the remark of Mr. Fitch last night that 
that statement had never been denied. It Sad been 
publicly denied. He read, the published correspond- 
ence on the subject between Sidney Webster, the 
Spanish Minister, and Mr. Edwards Pierrepont 


Mr. PITCH, (rep) or Nev., said he had never seen 
that contradiction and had had BO Knowledge that 
the statement made had been contradicted. Inthe 
face of that contradiction he could do nothing more 
than retract what he had stated on that point. 
Mr. BUTLER said he was glad to hear the retrac- 
tion, and if ne had time to follow up the other slan- 
ders on honorable men he had no doubt there would 
be other retractions. One of these slanders was that 
Mr. Caleb dishing had written an argument for the 
Spanish Minister and nad also written the President's 
message, and that he -was- to the pay of both the 
Spanish and American governments. Now, Mr. 
Gushing never knew of that message until after is 
had been read to the House, and he had never re- 
ceived a dollar for services from the Spanish minis- 
ter, directly or indirectly, oa any occasion—Cuba. 
Chile Peru or anything else. He believed that a tbe 
Cuban insurrection had not broken out and sought 
to emoroll the United States m a war with Spain 
they would by this time have seen cuoa free and an- 
nexed, to the United States. What had the Cubans 
to New York been doing? Had they been deprived 
of sending arms to their friends in Cuba ? Not at 
all. The Cuban Junta Had been told officially from 
the government that it they choose to buy arms and 
ammunition and munitions of war, so lone as bel- 
ligerency was not recognized, they could put them 
ou any vessel from New York, or any other United 
States port, and send them under the American flag 
unquestioned and unsearched until they got wlth,n 
a marine league of the island or Cuba. 
Mr. RANDALL, (dem.) of Pa.—Has the government 
ever said so on the record» 
Mr. BDTLEB—Yes, sir, we said so when we passed 
the Neutrality act, 


Mr. RANDALL—No generalities. 
Mr. BUTLER—We said so at all times 
We say so 
now, and I will agree n they want arms in Cuba to 
send them all that they will pay for. 
Mr. KASDALL—When, and where has the govern- 
ment said so? 
Mr. BUTI^B—It said so over and over again. 
Mr. RANDALL—Where? 
Mr. BCTLEB—It is said in the Neutrality law.

Mr. UTJTLEB continued to state fhat under the 
same law the Cuban Junta could send all tee men 
that they could get In a ship from Boston or New 
Tork to the island of Cuba, nnsearchea and un- 
touched, with the full knowledge and without the 
interference of the United States government, until 
the ship got within a marine league of the Island 
of 
Cuba. 
They could have exercised 
botrt 
powers, and still could, because that did not; 
interfere with the Neutrality act, -which was 
aimed against sending armed expeditions, and had 
from the very outset. They had teen got up for the 
purpose of embroiling the United States to a war 
with Spain. He quoted, to sustain this statement, 
a paragraph from the New York Sun of October last, 
which, he said, ought to be good authority for 
Cubans, although for nobody else (laughter,, and he 
commended taat paragraph to the gentlemen ou the 
other side of the House, who asfied so many ques- 
tions, with the adage, "Fools often ask questions 
which honest mea cannot answer." (Laughter) 
Mr RASDALL—Fools are sometimes honest, Which 
you never are, (Laughter.) 


Mr. BOTLEB, not noticing the remark, went on to 
say that the resolutions reported had just escaped 
bemg anything at all except mischievous. They 
would embroil the United States in a quarrei with. 
Spain. If gentlemen asked whether he was not wil- 
ling to have a war with Spain, he would say. as a,

Spain was just to a position to desire war. She had 
a government only provisional, not with any ascer- 
tained dynasty, not with any hold upon, the people.

It would unite 
them in a common band of patriotism and would 
give the Spanish government prestige at home. All 
she could lose was Cuba, and that, to his judgment, 
was already lost. But the effect on the United States 
finances would,be very prejudicial. It would pre- 
vent the funding of the national debt, and new bonds 
would nave to be-Issued tuat would be sold abroad 
at forty or fifty cents on the dollar. He did not 
know that this language on his part was verj diplo- 
matic. He did not Know but that he was speaking 
out in meeting. That being the condition of things, 
would they not be the veriest—he would not use a, 
harsh word—but would they not be extremely un- 
wia~e to give that opportunity to Spain ° 
M» r^niN iron i of I1L, replied to Mr. Butler to a 
very animated manner, criitetsm^ tum Di««--ia- »» 
reference to his suggestions about the use or Cuban 
bonds. Once mere had not oeeu a stronger advo- 
cate of Cuban independence In the House of Repre- 
sentatives than the gentleman from Massachusetts; 
and now he was ou the other side of the question 
and insinuated that Cuban bonds had influenced the 
votes of members. Cuban bonds, he asserted, had 
no influence on members. Gold was far better for 
corrupting purposes than bonds, and if anything had 
been used on either side It would have been gold. 
The insinuation was low, contrary to good manners, 
contrary to good faith. It was an act which ought 
not to be recognized as the act of a gentleman (Ap- 
plause to the galleries, which called forth a lecture 
from the Speaker). Mr. Logan went on to say that 
he meant no personal offence, bat that he was per- 
fectly astonished at the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts (Butler) going off, without authority, hunting 
up witnesses to an attempt to throw dirt on the 
reputations of his fellow members. He was aston- 
ished to see him (Butler), the rnend ot humanity, the 
friend of good reputations, the friend of liberty, un- 
dertake, In the interest of monarchy ana oppres- 
sion, of blood and carnage, and in opposition to 
liberty and freedom, attempt to class his brother 
members with thieves and vagabonds 
Leaving this subject Mr. Logan proceeded to advo- 
cate, in an eloquent and Impassioned strain, the 
cause of free Cuba ana to reply to the argu- 
ments made iu debate against the resolution. As to 
the argument that there was no war in Cuba, he 
wanted to know what the thirty Spanish gunboats 
that were allowed to leave New York were intended 
for f Was It to BO Dsblng off Cape Cod? (Laughter.) 
There was war to Cuba and all that was asked waa 
that that fact be recognized and that the Cubans 
who are captured in battle shall not be butchered, gar- 
roted. burned or disembowelled, but shall be treated 
as prisoners of War. He thought he could give the 
reason why there was suca opposition to the recog- 
nition of belligerency. It was not from fear of being 
embroiled to war; it was because a few gentlemen, 
had been sent to Madrid to make arrangements witn 
General Prim for tne purchase of the Island of Cuba, 
when it was to be turned over to the Cubans for a 
hundred million dollars That was the milK In tne 
cocoannt—the meat to the egg. Would the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts say that that was not the 
fact? He (Mr. Logan) happened to know something 
of the secret workings and the object of all those 
great appeals that he had heard to dav. As to the 
President's message, he said that if General Gran! 
had not been up in Pennsylvania fishing wbea 
the message was written he would not have 
signea 
it 
as 
readily 
as 
he 
nad 
done. 
He (Mr. Logan) was sorry that the President 
had signed It. It was a bad message. It did not 
state the law correctly, and he was sorry to see the 
President put upon the record rqlsstatmg the law. 
He appealed to the House, if It erred at au, to let fc 
err ontheslde of humanity and liberty. And to his 
fellow republicans he appealed not to let the demo- 
crats beat them to favor of liberty. (Applause.) 
Mr. BANKS took the floor to close the debate. 
Mr. BINOHAH (rep ) of Ohio, appealed to Mr. Banes 
to give him an opnortnnlty ro oner a substitute for 
the resolution of tfle minority. 
Mr. BA>KS declined to yield. 
air. DAWES, (rep) of Mass., submitted that it was 
hardly fair for the debate to be confined to members 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Various suggestions were made to Mr. Banks ,as 
the House had been in session seven hours, to con- 
sent to an adjournment or a recess, but he resisted 
them and appealed to the members to remain la 
session aud dispose of the matter, as an adjourn- 
ment without disposing of It would he fatal to the 
proposition. 
Mr. BANKS then proceeded with the closing speech. 
in support of the resolut'on. 


After he had closed, Mr. BINSHAM moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which tne main question was 
ordered, so that he might offer an amendment. 
Mr. BLDRIDBE, (dem) or Wis., moved to lay the 
motion to reconsider on the table. 
The vote was taken oiffMr. Eldndge's motion In 
the midst or Intense excitement on tne floor and In. 
the crowded galleries, and was decided in the nega- 
tive—yeas 81, nays 94. 
Mr. Cox moved an adjournment.

Mr ISGtEBSon inquired whether, if so, it would 
probably tfe reached before the next session.

The House refused to adjourn—«2 to 104. 
The main-queatton wa%jhen reconsidered, and Mr. 


BfNGHAM offered as a substitute lor the resolution ot

The previous question was seconded, and,, as that

A great deal has been recently said among Eng- 


lish members of parliament and others respecting 
the ease and rapidity with which America Is clear- 
mg off the debt which she incurred In her late civil 
war. Mr Bright points "with admiration to the fact 
that his favorite exemplar among the nations has 
been ahm in an Incredibly short space of tlmo to re. 
deem an amount ol debt such as has had no parallel 
In the civilized world. Mr. i/obden, had he lived, 
would also have rejoiced over the fact, and would 
have adduced It as another argument In support of 
those United States democratic Institutions which he 
loved so well, aud which he did so much to estab- 
tablish and cause to take root in England, At pres 
ent there Is a strong movement among the advanced 
section of the radicals or the House of Commons In 
favor of the American policy in this respect, and 
they are supporting the agitation they are carrying 
on by triumphantly pointing to the splendid success 
of that policy in the States. They maintain—and they 
lose no opportunity of pressing their theories npon 
the notice of the House—that some strenuous and 
determined effort ought to be made to reduce the 
awful Incubus of the English national debt Mr. 
Gladstone, as is well known, is strongly in favor of 
the movement, and Is not s'ow, in common with all 
right-minded mefl, In doing homage to the splendid 
achievements 01 the American people in paying 
wnat they owed, and. as it were, starting afresh in 
political and national life. There is, however, just 
now a difficulty In the way of the English Parlia- 
ment following in the footsteps of Congress What 
with royalty, our wasteful extravagance in the War 
and Foreign offices, our oloated pension lists, our 
war expeditions and other tnlngs, the people have 
or late years been groaning under the burden or 
their taxation. They have, by the conservatism and 
cupidity or a series of successive governments, been 
made to toll and spin for the support of the younger 
sons of the aristocracy, and imposts have been laid 
upon them which they have found are very grievous 
to bear. Goaded on by the earnestness of Mr Bright 
the present administration has made an honest 
attempt to grapple with this gigantic evil. Reduc- 
tion or the taxation has been their cry; and since 
they have come Into office they have achieved very 
considerable results in this direction. A large 
amount or taxation has been taken on; and should 
Mr Bright and Mr Gladstone be spared forarew 
years the democrats are in hopes that some sul> 
Htantlal step may be taken m the way «r perma- 
nently reducing the national debt Jealous or what 
has been done by the States, the republicans will not 
rest till this has been accomplished, and, Indeed, 
several motions npon the subject already stand upon 
the paper for discussion.

The ceremony ot awarding the diplomas to the 


graduating class took place this afternoon In the 
presence of a large number of spectators, the great 
majority being the friends of the graduates, to for- 
mer years It was customary to hold the ceremony on 
the parade ground, where the cadets usually drill as 
infantry, but although the "plains" have many attrac- 
tions for visitors on certain occasions, they were 
always found to be a rather uncomfortable place 
for the graduation day solemnities. In the first 
place, they do not differ from ordinary parade 
grounds In being unsheltered, and, although they 
are hemmed in on the west side by a magnificent 
background of lofty mountains, that fact was never 
known to prevent the sun from rising in the east!

GOOD ADVICE WELB GIVRT. 
This address the S?cretary delivered in a clear, 
ringing tone of voice, and as it was delivered and 
not read, the effect was all the more telling. It did 
not occupy over fifteen minutes' time, and was lis- 
tened to with rapt attention by everybody pres- 
ent. The references to the bravery and patriotism 
of the voluntee s during tfie war was certainly 
something novel for an address to the graduates, 
and was for that reason all the more worthy of men- 
tion. Everybody Knows the contempt a greatrmany 
West Point graduates had at the outset of the rebel- 
lion for our citizen soldiery and their officers, and 
how they lost no opportunity to mate it known. 
Even after the rant and file of the volunteers had, 
by their bravery, lifted West Point officers into high 
jplaces and tne war had come 'o a glorious close, this 
contempt of the regulars for the volunteers did not 
wholly die out. There were during the war, and there 
are now, very, many exceptions to the general rule, 
but the fact remains the same that West Point grad- 
uates can never as a general thing see anything good 
in a volunteer officer, no matter how he may have 
fought dnring the war. The way an officer in the 
regular army who graduated on the battie field and 
not from this place is treated by those who obtained 
their diplomas here cannot nave Jailed to have very 
unfavorably Impressed any one who ever has had 
the opportunity of taking note of the fact. Under

Annual addresses to the 
graduates are 
usually 
very long and very 
stale things. They begin wish West Point and 
end with West Point, but General Belknap had 
too much exper.ence in the late war to confine 
himself to the beaten tracKs of many or his 
predecessors, aud in giving West Pointers the ad- 
vice he did he told them many truths which 
the regulars may not like to hear told, but 
which for all that are truths just the same. We»t 
Point in the future will probably bear in mind that 
"the written history of the nation's wars are filled 
with»he gallant actions of citizen soldiers," and 
that some good can come out of someplace that is 
not West Point.

Criticisms of Now Books. 


ROBEKT GKEATHODSE. 
An American Novel. 
By 
John Franklin Swift. New TorK: Carleton, pub- 
lisner. 
It was not necessary to read through the five hun- 


dred and seventy-three pages of this book to be con- 
vinced that they aid not contain the American novel 
which has been coming these many years, but which 
has somehow not yet appeared. And yet this novel 
is in all respects better than the average American 
work or fiction. The author is evidently a man of 
ability. His style of writing disnlays force and char- 
acter. But he lacks experience in novel writing, aud 
as a consequence his work is faultily constructed, 
and all that is good in it is spoiled by the clumsy 
manner in which Mr. Swift has grouped his charac- 
ters. The scene of the story is laid m California and 
^Nevada, and; as might be supposed, there is a great 
deal about mines and mining shares, wild cat com- 
panies, gambling hells and gamblers—In laet, a Bttle 
of every peculiar feature ot life on the Pacific ctoast 
In the days now, happily, almost eaded. The de- 
scriptions of scenes and narration of incidents are in 
the mam good, and the dialogues are always ani- 
mated and Interesting. The characters, too, are 
well drawn. 
Robert Greathouae, the gambler 


aud 
bravado, who has shot 
so many men 
that he has won the unenviable distinction of "the 
murderer," is the type of a class not nnfreauently 
met with in the early days ot Calnornla life. His 
combination of the assassin and blackieg with the 
noble hearted gentleman is singular, but by no means 
Impossible, and we can imagine such a being risking 
his life for the woman he loves, aud yielding up all 
claim to her when he learns that she does not love 
him JacE Guray, the stage driver, is also a capital 
charactei—one of the rough, swearing, gambling be- 
ings we sometimes meet with In the West and South, 
beneath whose rough exterior beats a brave, manly 
heart, chivalrous and true. Mr. Graham, Enoch 
Bloodstone, Mr. Withergreen, Mr. Spelter and the 
rest are not bad conceptions and are not badly de- 
scribed, Tlie poorest character in the book is the 
heroine, Heien Giaham, In fact, the author seems 
incapable of describing a woman. But, putting that 
element aside, almost every character is well drawn 
Nevertheless tuenovellsa poor one—poor, because 
the author's capacity seems limited to writing. He 
has shown no skill as an artist. It is doubtful if he 
had anyplot in his mind when he began writing. 
Had he devoted five or six months to planning his 
work and arranging his characters symmetrically we 
feel sanguine, irom what he lias so crudely and 
clumsily done, tnat he would have produced a ro 
mance more nearly reaching to tne long looked for 
American novel than anything else neliave so far 
seen.

of Henry V. or England. We are shown King Harry 
as. the Kind-hearted monarch, whose peculiar rela- 
;lous with his prisoner, James I. of Scotland, formed 
one of the most interesting featme- of his life. Diet 
\VhitUngton is also lutioduccd, the story of His 
Tamous cat repeated, ana the scene of being knighted 
by King Henry described. The usual love otory runs 
through the novel, as might be supposed, but it is 
subordinate to tne historical parts, which are 
cleverly worked np. Ihe hero and heiome are both 
nventlons, and are admirable persons. "The Caged 
Uon" is altogether a work of decided merit. Miss 
"Vonge never deals in ttie sensational, bat she de- 
scribes stlrrlnu scenes, and imparts to her nanatlve 
sufficient life and adventure to make it—what this 
booK is—interesting irom beginning to end.

Ibe Quarantine Commissioners Send Dr. Cochran 


a Copy of the Quarantine laws to "Read 


Wp"-The Brooklyn B ard of Health 


SMtam Their Health Officer-Toe 


Merchants to the Rescue. 


A large number of merchants and importers mani- 


fest considerable anxiety in regard to the result of 
the controversy between the Brooklyn Board of 
Health, as represented by Dr. Cochran, Health 
officer of tbe city of Brooklyn, and Dr. Carnochan, 
Health officer of the Port of New York. A number of 
these gentlemen cal'ed upon Dr. Cochran yesterday 
morning to ascertain whether he had received any 
answer from the Commissioners to his letter of 
inquiries as to their rights to take their vessels to 
any dock along the river front 


THE REI-LY OF TBS COMMISSIONERS. 


Dr. Cochran said he had receivea no answer to 


his questions; he had, however, received the follow- 
ing letter .from the Secretary of the Quarantine Com- 
missions:—

PROTECTION GUARANTEED. 


This, the Doctor tnought, was a 1'ttle unsatisfac- 


tory. He said that when a vessel came to Brooklyn 
with a clean bill of health the owner had a right to 
take her to any dock he saw fit, and he Should pro- 
tect them in tne act. He expected, however, ihat 
the trouble would soon be over, and hoped the mer- 
chants would have no cause in the end to complain. 


ACTIOV OF THE BOABO OF HEALTH. 


The Bioe-Kiyn Board of Health met at noon yester- 
day In the Common Council chamber. A number 
ot merchants were present anxious to hear what 
action they would take in regard to the quarantine 
question. 


The Clerk read the communication which Dr. 
Cochran uad sent to the Commissioners of Quaran- 
tine, making inquiries as to the right of the Commis- 
sioners to designate what pier or wharf a vessel 
shall stop at alter receiving a clean bill of health. 


Dr. COCHRAN—L would state, Mr. President, ihe 
questions have not been answered. 


Alderman THOKNE (chairman)—I donjt know how 


you can compel them to answer the questfons, 
Doctor. 


Dr. COCHEAN—I am sorry, sir, we cannot. 
Mr. MCNAMABA. (clerk)—I understand, sir, that the 
Commissioners of Quarantine only received the 
doctor's communication an hour before the meeting 
and consequently did not have tune to act upon it. 
Dr. CoCHKAJi—I merely wVh to get a little infor- 
mation in regard to this matter, so that I can go 
right. 


BEMARKS OP AIDEK5LAN CLANCT. 
Alderman CLANCY—I presume, Mr. Chairman, in 
regard to tne nnmmnnir.it.inn which the doctor sent 
to the Commissioners, making inquiries as to why 
they pursued this course, that we have no power to 
compel them to answer the questions, but we must 
certainly tate it for granted that they know of no 
law under which they act. AH we can do under the 
circumstances Is to do as we have done. When a 
vessel comes here with a bill of health we will give 
the owner a permit to taKe her where he oleases. I 
beg leave to submit the following 


FKEAITBU; AND EBSOLCTJONS. 


Whereas this Board at its last session authorized the Health 
Officer of Brooklyn to give permits for discbarglne vessels at 
any dock or place desired br consignees of the cargo in all 
oases where said Teasels had been allowed by the Quarantine 
authorities to come to any part of Brooklyn, and whereas In 
relation to several vessels BO permitted by the Health 
Officer to change their place of discharging, demonstrations 
have been made by the Quarantine officials to tafce said ves- 
sels back; to Quarantine m consequence of their having 
moored in accordance with the permission granted; and 
whereas iu tbe judgment of this Board, in view of the afore- 
said action of the Quarantine officials, a vessel coming from 
Quarantine, restricted to discharge at a certain point, can be 
considered only as a vessol not entitled to a clea n bill of 
health, therefore be It 
Resolved, That tbe public health of the city of Brooklyn 
demands that no vessel with a tainted or quallned bill of 
health shall be allowed to lay or discharge her cargo at any 
dock or place within the limits of the city 
Eesolved, That this Board cannot permit any Quarantine 


official to determine as to any particular dock or place In the 
city of Brooklyn being sufficiently "remote" or "Isolated" to 
make it safe for a vessel to discharge at, when in the opinion 
of such official It Is not entirely sate to give such vessel an 
unrestricted permit to discharge. 
Kesorved. That the Health Officer of the city of Brooklyn 
le and Is hereby authorized and directed to allow no vessel 
o discharge her cargo or to lay at any dock or place In the 
citv without she haa a clean bill of*health from the Quaran- 
tine authorities, free and clear from all restrictions as to 
dock or place where she shall discharge. 


The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 


REMARKS OP MR. REYNOLDS. 


Mr. REYNOLDS, one of the inspectors, said that he 
lad intended to make a few remarks, but he be 
lieved the resolutions which the Board had adopted 
covered what he desired to say. At the last meeting 
of tne Board they stated their grievances, and now 
he tnought they had become pretty familiar with the 
subject. Dr Cochrane has taken the stand that a 
vessel coming to this city Irom Quarantine with a 
clean bill ol health shall pass to any wharf to which 
the owner desireb to take her, and in this action he 
slionld be sustained nit is not safe to allow a vessel 
to discharge her cargo at any wharf it is not safe to 
allow her to oome up irom Quarantine at all. The 
merchants all trust tnat you will take every precau- 
tion m regard to tne health of Brooklyn. Tne 
Quarantine Comml-sionera do not affeot to declare 
t a part of the Quarantine law when tney give ves- 
sels the right only to dmcharge their cargoes at a 
certain dock.ANOTHER MERCHANT SPEAKS. 
Another merchant said he had been desired, on 


tne p^t of several others, to say a word upon the 
subjea. After a vessel passed Quarantine he held 
the owner had a right to tafce her to any wharf he 
saw fit 
The Quarantine officials had no right to say 
what wharf these vessel* shall go to. If there Is no 
sickness ou a -vessel and nothing a&unstr her, 
she should not be detained at Quarantine, for 
all these things had the effect or destroying com- 
merce, and these interferences had given rise to a 
great deal of complaining. If every vessel which 
comes here is isawe to be bUckmaiied then commerce 
must; suffer. How was the proper time for them to 
break down this dreadful monopoly, wlncn was de- 
stroying and injuring the commerce of this country, 


No othei business of importance was transacted, 


and the meeting adjourned. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Gratify ins Decrease of Sictncsa on Account 


of Street Cleaning—Amendments to the 
Cede—The fat flickers' Petition. 
The Board ol Health held a session yesterday 


present Commissioners Bosworth, Mamerre, Stephen 
Smith, Mulialy, Ceccanni and Gross. 


Dr. CEOCARISI, from the committee on Vital Sta- 


tistics, reported, recommending that copies of the 
annual report and weekly reports of the Bnrean be 
forwarded to the Fanslan authorities. In compliance 
with, the request of .Frank Moore, Secretary of the 
American Legation at Pans. Tne committee's 
recommendation of the appointment of Dr. Nagle as 
Deputy Register of Vital Statistics was also ap- 
proved, that gentleman to draw no additional salary 
,o that received by him as Inspector of the Board. 


The Committee on taws and Ordinances reported 
against the application of certain persons in Broot- 
yn to drive cattle through certain streets or the 
city. 
Mr. GROSS, from the Committee on Laws and Ordi- 
nances, recommended the amendment of section 145 
of the code so as to prevent the retention of any 
deceased human t>ody In the city beyond three days, 
except br permit of the Bnrean of Vital Statistics. 
Referred back, to the committee for further report. 
He also recommended the amendment of the ordi- 
nance to prevent the exposure or sale of oils or 
fluids below the test of loo degrees Fahrenheit, 
flashing point. Referred back to committee. 
Letters were received from tne Governor's secre- 


tary acknowledging tne receipt of the resolutions 
asking Congress to erect warehouses at Quarantine, 
and from itfoah A. Childs, water purveyor, asking 
for the turning over to him of Hydrant property. 
Letters were received, referred and filed from 
Lieutenant Eamshorn, of the Russian Navy, oHer- 
ng a certain cure for hydropnobta; from Gamble & 
tfcXeil, asking for a permit to render Jat, and frdm 
Mitldleton Bell, mating a proposition to remove 
night soil. 


All the fat melters, with o.ne exception, having 


applied for pennies, the attorney and counsel were 
empowered to exercise their discretion about com- 
mencing criminal proceedings. 


On motion the Inspector of Street Cleaning, Dr. 
Cottman, was authorized to resume the cleaning of 
streets, in consequence of a remarkable reduction lu 
the cases of slcknesslreported since tne streets have 
been cleaned by the Board. 


AS an instance It was shown that In Mott street 
alone the oases of relapsing fever reduced fro m 
twenty to two casesper week. The Board adjourned 
until Monday, at two P. M.

of 1869 an act was passed appointing a commission 
for the purpose of locating and building a toad ia 
the town of flushing and known S3 "the Vleigh."

Ing the act, which hill was'Opposea by the property 
owners on the line ot the proposed improvement. 
Petitions and remonstrances were gent to Albany 
In abundance, and everybody thought a violent 
discussion would crop ont when tho bill came before 
tbe Assembly. But nothing of tbe kind was seen. 
Bemonstrancee and petitions alike had been with- 
drawn, and the bill repealing the act was passed 
unanimously, neither did any one appear to oppose 
it. On the receipt of the hill at Flushing the reason 
why tne-propeny holders had wltndrawn their cb- 
JccUoa was apparent. A clause was incorporated 
In the bill compelling the Supervisor of the town to 
pay the landowners damage and at the same timo 
allow them to retrieve their laud. Over t8,ooo Is 
thus transferred from the town treasury to private 
parties. "

Grimm's Third Avenue Garden, between Forty- 
eighth and Forty-nmth streets, to take into conside- 
ration what steps were necessary, under the "new; 
rSglme" of the city government, to secure to the 
ward substantial improvement m the shape of public 
docks and piers on the East river, from .Fortieth TO 
Eighty-sixth streets. Mr. O. jr. "Williams called the 
meeting to order, and explained Its objects, after 
which Sir. S. D. Moalton. was* elected chairman and 
Henry W. Schmidt secretary. 
Messrs. G. N. "Wil- 


liams, Henry Clanjien, Jr., S. D. IToulton and "Wil- 
liam E. Carr made short addresses, detailing the 
many inconveniences, hindrances, delays and exac- 
tions to which trasiness men were now being daily 
subjected for want of proper wharf accommoda- 
tions. The following preamble and resolutions were 
then unanimously adopted:— 


Whereas the Nineteenth ward was constitated a -ward of 
the city of New York some twenty years since, bounded 
south by Fortielh streeV vvest by Sirlh avenue, north by 
Efuhty sixth street and east oy East river, containing at the 
date of its creation comparatively few Inhabitants, and 
whereaB the Tamocs Central Park has since been erected 
along ics western border, attracting directly and Indirectly 
within the limits of the ward a resident population equal 
to-day to 70,000, running up the taxable valuation of its 
property from $8,041,183 In 1856 to S63,608,MQ m 1868, and 
•miereas there are numerous charitable institutions, public 
and private, located within, tue boundaries of tbe said war d, 
and its commodfona and accessible water front baa in- 
duced the erection of many large manufacturing establish 
menta, requiring vast and continnous supplies 01 materials, 
fuel, &c., for the succeMfoJ conduct of the several Interests, 
and whereas in tne almost total absence for years of any safe 
or convenient public docs: or landing place at any point 
alone the more than two miles of water front of the 
waru these great interests, including several branchei of our 
fabulous bnlldiug improvements, have become entirely de- 
pendent npon private favor for tne privilege of dis-

£10 per day; and whereas, in the judgment of this 
meeting, there is no good reason why the good people of this 
Ninteenth ward should any longer submit to these contlnu 
OUB inconvemencies and oppressive exactions, contributing as 
they do annually in the shape of taxes so largely and liberally 
Lo the support of the municipal government of the city, 
therefore, be It 
Resolved, That the Commissioners of Public Docks he and 
they are hereby respectfully requested to talce such immedi- 
ate action in the matter, If not Inconsistent with the power 
conferred upon them, as will afford the people and business 
men of tho ward immediate exemption from a long standing 
inconvenience and a series of oppressive charges by the con- 
struction of safe and convenient public lauding places at 
reasonable Intervals of distance along the water front thereof. 
Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed, whose 
duty it shall be to submit the foregoing preamble aud resolu- 
jon to the Commissioners of Public Docks, with such other 
remarks and details as may occur to them as pertinent to the 
question, and respectfully urge their immediate action there 
upon in behalf of an oppressed community.

A Cabinet Cii-sia. 


It would seem that the excitement over the 


Cuban question in Washington, coupled with 
the unusual fierceness of the discussion in the 
House, will result in a pretty general recon- 
struction of the Cabinet. Attorney General 
Hoar has resigned, and our despatch states 
that it is probable other members will follow 
him. The President has stated to Senators 
that he is determined to have men around 
him who are acceptable 
to 
the repub- 


lican party and in harmony with it. The 
threatening aspect of the debate yesterday 
has most probably called for this concession 
on the part of Mr. Hoar and this statement 
on the part of tho President, and, while we 
uphold the soundness of the message which 
has called forth such discussion, we cannot 
but commend the wisdom and promptitude 
with which the President accedes to the 
popular sentiment as represented by the 
House. 
The Administration and the Cose of Cuba. 


What do the friends of Cuba propose? 


With the resolution presented by Mr. Banks' 
committee we find this fault—from the rejec- 
tion of such a resolution by either house or by 
both houses of Congress Spain in her inhu- 
man conduct of the contest in Cuba might 
draw very great comfort and encouragement, 
while in the adoption of the same resolution 
there would assuredly not be an equivalent 
favor for Cuba; for the resolution is far from 
extravagant in the attitude it proposes for the 
United States. It instructs the President to 
declare and maintain a strict neutrality between 
the parties; it gives to Cuba for this purpose 
a quasi national position before our law by 
applying to her the statute of 1818, and it 
proposes a remonstrance to both sides against 
their acts of barbarous cruelty. There is so 
little in this to comfort any friend of Cuba 
that we do not see but what the President in 
his objections to granting belligerency is so 
near to the chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs that the difference between 
them is finally the rather insubstantial one of 
tone and sentiment. 
Mr. Banks is the 


chivalric and generous friend of Cuba. In his 
generous attitude there is, perhaps, a suspicion 
of that rhetorical glory of our country—the 
spread eagle. General Grant is the President 
of the United States. When a man is a dis- 
tinguished member of the House he is then 
also a part of the government of a free people; 
but the obligations of duty do not always sit 
so heavily upon him but he can afford to feel 
as a free lance in a oausa that touches his 
sympathies. But the Executive is not thus 
free. Flights of the imagination are not for 
him, more especially when his ship of State 
needs all that can possibly be given of plain 
practical attention to sail it safely. It is for 
him to consider first of all the condition of the 
country especially committed to his care, and 
to view all that comes before him only in the 
light of that country's welfare. 


Is there really any other difference between 


the administration and the party that is heard 
in the House in favor of Cuba? The vital 
point of the whole subject for us is, shall we 
or shall we not recognize the belligerency of 
the 
Cuban people? 
Grant is opposed 


to 
such 
a 
recognition and Banks 
is 


not in favor of it. 
At least it must 


be BO held, since, with all his fume, he 
does not lay before the House any definite 
proposition to commit the country to such a 
course. He saya a great deal on the subject 
of the relations of Spain and Cuba and the 
United States, some of which will doubtless be 
agreeable enough to the popular fancy, and 
much of which should be very painful if false 
and still more'painful If true. 
The imputation, 


for instance, that a message sent to Congress 
from the President of the United States is 
prepared in the pay of Spain is not often sur- 
passed for malignity and meanness by the 
bitterest hostility of the partisan. 
It is in the 


style, indeed, of those scavengers of journalism 
who in their spleen affect to believe that the 
President permits the domestic circle of Mr. 
Hamilton Fish to influence the national policy. 
Mr. Banks, with this, says a great deal in 
regard to the propriety of protecting American 
citizens in foreign countries, and of our utter 
failure to do this, in every syllable of which we 
will agree with him. But, as we have hitherto 
shown, this is a delinquency for which Con- 
gress is more responsible than the President. 
It is one of the prices we pay for "economy." 
Why, contrast our governmeat with that 
of England in this regard? When would 
Congress vote the money to defend half 


building up, after our great struggle, with un- 
paralleled energy and rapidity, and why shall 
we stop this proeess? Is the chance that we 
may make Cuba what Mexico is a sufficient 
motive? Certainly not. Consider the conse- 
quences of embroiling ourselves in the quarrels 
of the Cubans—immediate interruption of the 
payment of the debt, immediate decrease in 
the price of the bonds, financial confusion, a 
new lease of life for all tax laws, the cessa- 
tion of the vast emigration that is pouring in 
upon us. These are but the more immediately 
obvious of a train of evils. 
Let the people' 


only weigh all (Ms against the mere sentiment 
and rhetoric on the other side, and they will 
see how clearly and practically Grant is in the 
right. 
Unfortunately, however, our sym- 


pathies are too apt to run away with our 
practical ideas, and it is highly probable that 
the clear common sense of the President will 
be overslaughed entirely to-day by the senti- 
mentality of such dashing leaders m the 
House as Logan and Banks. 


A flairs in Japan. 


The latest news from Japan received by tele- 


graph from San Francisco is very interest- 
ing and decidedly volcanic. 
To commence 


the intelligence, we learn that the most violent 
earthquake which has occurred there since 
1855 has just destroye d several villages. The 
information is not very precise as to where the 
shocks took place, nor to the exact extent of 
the injury, but from the fact that the great 
volcano of Asamazama, in the island of Niphon, 
which for centuries has been slumbering like 
a baby, has suddenly broken out in a furious 
eruption, accompanied By violent earthquakes 
and the total destruction of many villages, it is 
possible that this is the location referred to. Vol- 
canic influences appear to prevail in the Chinese 
and Japanese waters, seeming as though the 
electric chain which began in Mexico and 
South America had formed a connection in the 
Northern Pacific. The captain of a bark re- 
ports that when two hundred miles from Yoko- 
hama he observed a volcano at sea, the crater 
of which was visible above the surface of the 
ocean. The water around, as seen from the 
deck of the vessel, appeared to be in a boiling 
condition, and vast clouds of steam were issuing 
from the crater. 
This phenomenon, taken in 


connection with the late earthquakes in Cali- 
fornia, Mexico and the South American States, 
shows that there is a mysterious volcanic con- 
vulsion underlying this whole line of the 
tropical regions. 


There are a few other more pleasant and 


peaceful items of news from Japan indicating 
social progress in that flowery region. The 
Japanese government have granted permis- 
sion for the establishment of a school for the 
instruction of native youths in foreign lan- 
guages and in military and naval tactics. 
The troops of the government also are now 
drilled after the European and American sys- 
tems. 
Much of this advancement towards 


civilization is due to the intercourse of 
Americans and the general influence which 
this country has exercised of late years 
among the Oriental nations.

Question and tbe Cnban Resolutions. 
A ball to regulate the method of paying 


pensions was passed in the Senate yesterday. 
A reform has been needed in this respect for 
some time. Heretofore the poor pensioners 
have had to stand in line for days at a time 
about the various pension offices, waiting their 
turn to collect their little pittance, exposed to 
all kinds of weather, and in some cases neces- 
sarily neglecting important duties elsewhere. 
The bill ought to provide some remedy for 
those evils, and the proposition to pay pension- 
ers through postal money orders seems to us 
a good suggestion. The Franking bill was 
again considered, but without any final action. 


The coal question came up in the House, 


and the bill to relieve that article from all 
tariff duties and internal taxes was recom- 
mitted to the Ways and Means Committee, 
whence it emanated. 
A. minority report was 


submitted which relieves coal of all tariff 
duties only, and as Mr. Schenck, the chair- 
man of the committee, stated that he favored 
the latter report, although he was away 
when it was considered, it seems highly pro- 
bable that a bill in harmony with the

will

The mi- 
nority bill, however, which simply admits all 
coal free of duty, is plain enough in its terms 
to render ineffectual the most exaggerated 
strikes that the coal mining fraternity could 
possibly get up for the purpose of bulling the 
coal market. One of the evils of absenteeism 
was painfully exemplified in these reports on 
the coal question. It seems that two members 
of the committee were absent when the reports 
were agreed upon in committee, both of 
whom favored the minority report, 
and

General Garfield's Currency bill was further 
debated and finally passed. The Cuban reso- 
lution was, of course, the most exciting topic. 
The discussion has been long unequalled in 
point of interest.

lery hammering, and all the lighter infantry 
were keeping up a noisy and deadly hail of 
small shot. Finally, amid some confusion as 
to the rulings, a test vote was taken, which 
shows a heavy majority in favor of Banks' 
resolutions, and the House adjourned until 
to-day, when the subject will be renewed. 


a dozen American citizens at the expense of 
such an excursion as the Abyssinian war?

Mr, Banks no doubt is 
sincere if not practical in his advocacy of the 
Cuban cause; but that sincerity did not carry 
him to the length of proposing that we should 
assume an attitude of even unfriendliness 
to a foreign Power on account of Cuba.

Unequal Taxation—A Claim for State Banks. 


It is always unwise to impose taxes in an 


unequal manner, and wherever it is done a re- 
action will arise; for nothing ia more true than 
that the public sympathizes with any interest 
which seems to be oppressed. To one of the 
most glaring inequalities of the taxation of 
capital attention is now being called in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. We allude to the 
tax of ten per cent on State bank circulation, 
while that of national banks is only taxed one 
per cent. The only possible defence this ac- 
tion is capable of is that as a war measure it 
seemed necessary to make tho whole circulat- 
ing medium of the country contribute means 
to carry en the contest; and insomuch as tbe 
boldest statesman did not presume to deny the 
rights of the Slates to charter their own banks, 
the plan of forcing them to contribute to the 
national finances by taxing them out of ex- 
istence was tried. Now the war is over, let 
us go back to our own institutions. The State 
Banking law of New York is far better than 
the National Currency act; in fact, it was its 
progenitor, and the child is not equal to the 
parent, being hedged around with difficulties 
which the State law is free from. It transfers 
to the federal capital the power over the 
finances of all the commercial parts of the 
country, which can far better be exercised at 
home in each locality. 


Now we ask Congress to see that when a 


tax bill relating to banks is passed that in ex- 
press words it is stated "there shall be no 
greater tax levied on any of the franchises of 
any State bank than is imposed on the na- 
tional banks." This is justice, this is equity 
and only fair dealing. 


.European Despatches by Kail. 


Our special correspondence from Europe, to 


hand by the latest mail, supplies a very interest- 
ing and useful news budget. Our writers date in 
Berlin, Paris and London. They speak of re- 
ligion, diplomacy, dress fashions, chivalry, 
national debts and democracy. From Berlin we 
have the complete text of the note which was 
addressed by the North German government 
to Cardinal Antonelli on the subject of Papal 
infallibility. Minister Von Arnim is both tempe- 
rate and respectful towards the Pontificate. 
The Prussian government, indeed, acts, as is 
officially shown in the document, not only as 
the friend and ally of Napoleon in his 
negotiations with Rome, but as a liberal and 
enlightened Christian Power seeking to recon- 
cile man's conscience to God without restraint 
or compulsion, and anxious to perfect the 
union of the peoples in the bonds of peace 
through charity. This Prussian State paper 
will have a powerful effect on the Vatican. 
It may produce consequences which will be 
soon felt from the catacombs to the holy 
sepulchre and from the lands of the East to 
the soil of the great republic of the West.

Bank Power Supreme. 


It is clear now, from the voting in the 


House of Representatives on the national 
currency question, that the majority of the 
members are in favor of increasing the national 
bank circulation, and of pushing the legal 
tenders out of existence. This was seen when 
Mr. Garfield's substitute for the Senate Cur- 
rency bill was up oa Tuesday, and yesterday, 
when it was passed by a vote of 98 yeas to 81 
nays. This bill as it now stands authorizes 
an additional issue of ninety-five millions of 
national bank notes, and requires the cancel- 
lation of forty-five millions of three per cent 
certificates. Several am.endmsnts were pro- 
posed to Mr. Garfleld's bill, to issue more legal 
tenders and to make the entire circulation of 
the country a legal tender or greenback one, 
and to withdraw the national bank currency. 
These were voted against by a large majority, 
which shows that the national bank influence 
is supreme in the House of Representatives. 
It is the same, no doubt, in the Senate. The 
next movement wttl be to withdraw altogether 
the legal tenders, and to give the whole circu- 
lation of the country to the banking associa- 
tions. One of the most significant votes was 
that on the proposition of Mr. Burchard, 
requiring national banks to retain and keep in 
coin or Treasury coin certificates, as part of 
their reserve, (he interest falling due upon the 
bonds deposited as security for circulation 
until the reserve required to be kept shall 
consist wholly of coin and coin certificates. 
This proposition, which contemplated bringing 
the banks to specie payments or a specie basis, 
was rejected. Of course, as we have fre- 
quently said, the national banks do not want 
and never will want to return -to..a specie 
basis. Why should they desire such a vast 
amount of dead capital being locked up and 
unprofitable as there would be if they were 
Compelled to keep a reserve of coin or coin 
certificates? This would take away a large 
amount of the profits oa their currency circula- 
tion, and nobody goes so far against his own 
interests. The national banks will never find 
it to their interest to return to specie pay- 
ments, and, with the vast power they have 
over Congress and in the country, it will be 
very difficult to force them to any measure to 
which they may be opposed. With the whole 
circulation of the country in their hands—some 
six hundred millions or more—they will have 
an annual profit of nearly forty millions in 
gold. Rightly all of this belongs to the people 
and should go into the Treasury. 
But the 


banks have got the power and will keep it. 
More than half the members of Congress, 
probably, are interested directly or indirectly 
in the national banks, and these so-called 
representatives of the people are simply legis- 
lating for themselves. 


Sambo's Soul in Danger. 


We have already shown by statistics that the 


attendance of the colored population in the 
South at church had shown an alarming 
decrease since the war. A correspondent in 
Virginia, formerly a slave owner, endeavors to 
explain the cause for this. Before the war 
Sambo, by the proceeds of his labor, contri- 
buted ia the support of religious communities, 
and churches vied with each other in efforts to 
save his soul—in other words, caring for his 
religious and moral training. 
Since the war 


Sambo finds that instead of paying for religious 
culture in labor he has to pay for it in cash; 
and that being the case lie prefers to pay it to 
preachers of his own color, or, as it happens 
in too many instances, not to pay anything at 
all. Hence it is that he is growing careless 
and indifferent about religions matters, and 
unless something be soon done by his North- 
ern friends and sympathizers to rescue him 
there is danger that he will eventually relapse 
into his original condition of barbarism and von- 
dooism. Here is an opportunity for some of the 
self-saerifieinjr, strong-minded schoolmarms, 
and others philauthropically inclined in New 
England, to lend a hand to save the perishing 
soul of poor Sambo ere it sinks into darkness 
and oblivion forever.

Cubans, except iu general terms in the com- 
mencement of his message he refers to the 
"feelings -and sympathies of the people and 
government of the United States for the 
people of Cuba as for aU peoples struggling 
for liberty and self-government." 
He confines 


himself strictly to his view of the condition of 
the war and the dangers that beset the Halted 
States in case of favoring the Cuban cause. 


'•Let us have peace'' is the motto of the 


President, and in this the American, people 
will say amen, so long as the dignity, honor 
and cherished policy of the country are not in 
question. Some may doubt if Spain would 
venture to make an issue or go to war with 
the United States, should, our government re- 
cognize the belligerency of the Cubans or 
otherwise favor the cause of Cuban indepen- 
dence ; but the President ought to know best, 
and he being the Executive his opinion should 
have due respect. No one can doubt the valor 
of General Grant, but it must be remetnbered 
that "prudence is sometimes the better part 
of.valor." We are a great nation, doubtless, 
and in American affairs we ought to be and 
can be supreme; but we have had enough of 
war lately. The President wants peace, and 
under that to pay the enormous debt of the 
nation. This is his policy. The Spanish gov- 
ernment, we suppose, has spoken very plainly 
and decidedly to ours, and we, who are 
not behind the scenes, must give due credit to 
the administration for its appreliensions. We 
are told by the President, however, that ener- 
getic remonstrances have been made to the 
government at Madrid against the atrocities of 
the war ia Cuba, the murder of American 
citizens and the gross insults to the American 
flag. We know, too, that the Secretary of 
State many months ago officially described all 
these in his despatches to our Minister at 
Madrid. But the administration has, no doubt, 
some assurances, or, at least, some hope,' 
that Spain will act more like a civilized nation 
in the war, and will give ample satisfaction for 
the murder of American citizens and insults to 
the flag. At any rate the policy is to attend 
to our own affairs at home and to let Cuba 
work out her destiny as she best can, with the 
full expectation that in time, by some means 
or other, that island and all the rest of the 
Antilles will fall into the lap of the United 
States.

There waited at the station a plain hearse, without

In the first coach were placed the children of the 
deceased, Charles and Harry Bieteens, Miss DicKens 
aud Mrs. Charles Collins. In the second were Miss 
Hogarth, the sister-in-law, and Mrs. Austen, the 
sister of Dickens; Mrs. Charles Dickens, Jr., and 
Joan Forster. In the thud coach weie Frank Beaid, 
Charles Collins, Mr. Ovrery, wilKie Collins and Ed- 
mund Dickens. 


The entire party were atlired in deep but simple 


mourning, without bands or scans. 


There was no crowd at we Cnaring Cross station, 


ana the procession was driven at once to Westmin- 
ster Abbey, where the remains were received by 
Dean Stanley ana other offlclais and placea in the 
Poets' corner, at the foot of Handel and at the head 
of Sheridan, trltli Hacaulay and Cumberland on 
either side. 


The usual flowers wore strewn upon the bier.

Information was received by Colonel Whitely, 


the chief of the secret service, some days ago 
that Edward Daley, the reputed proprietor or 
the Empire Garden, a notorious dive at the corner 
of Broadway and Amity street, was extensively 
engaged dealing In counterfeit money. One of 
Colonel Whitely'a officers was detailed to wort up 
tne case, and succeeded in making an arrangement 
with Daley to purchase 83,000 in counterfeit bills. 
Monday evening last, at eight F.M., was appointed 
to complete the transaction, and the officer punc- 
tually entered the Empire Garden. He found Daley 
behind the bar, aud, after a preliminary chat, Daiev 
counted out on the bar counter $3,000 in counter- 
feit two dollar aud twenty dollar bills ou the City 
Bank, ofTJtica, and a new counterfeit two dollar 
bill on some other city bank. Seeinc Dalev 
alone, the officer thought that he could effect his 
arrest, and accordingly informed him no was a secret 
service officer and desired the pleasure of hia com- 
pany. Mr. Daley responded to the invitation by 
Knocking the officer down, and shouting for assist- 
ance. Five men rushed out of a room, running off 
the bar, and with Mr. Daley proceeded ta lav out 
the officer, wlucn tfiey did In a very effective 
manner. 
They bunged up his eyes, fractured 
one of his legs, 
cnt him severely about 
the head and race and 
left 
him insensible 
on the iloor of the saloon, Mr. Daley and his friends 
walked oat of the door leading to Amity street and 
carried off the counterfeit money with them.

Francis Mayher, alias Daniel Dalton, a notorious 


burglar, was placed on trial yesterday for having, on 
the nlglit of the 10th of May last, brokon into the 
residence of Mr. Cronan, at Jio.

desperate character. On the 2d of April, 1808, he 
was tentenccd to the Slug sing State Prison for tea 
years, with one Thomas KcNamara, for burglary in 
the first degree. He was subsequently transferred 
to the Clinton Prison, from which he succeeded in 
making his escape in June, 1SG9. From t hat time up 
to the 10th of May, when Jie broke into Mr. Cronah's 
house, Mayher eluded tne vigilance of the police;

stolen property In his possession. The only defence 
he offered was that he found the door open and 
walked in. 
The jury convicted him of burglary in tlie first de- 
gree, and Judge Troy sentenced him to the State 
Prison for ten years, me term of Imprisonment to 
commence at the expiration of the term for 
which he was first sentenced.

Timothy McCarty, a rather respectable looking
